ARMY AIR FORCES 


The organization of the Army Air 
forces represents primarily an effort by 
the War Department to develop air power 
in such a way as to permit it to function 
gmoothly under existing governmental 
procedure and to cooperate easily and 
effectively with the War and Navy De- 
partments, 

Even before the recent War Depart 
ment reorganization, air power had been 
given wide recognition. Early last June 
the Air Forces was given the degree of 
autonomy which had long been urged us 
vecessary for its efficient operation. The 
reent War Department reorganization 
merely gave the Air Forces a more cen- 
walized organization and eliminated du- 
plication of duties within its own organ- 
ization. 

Under the old aviation organization 
there were three main divisions and allo- 
cations of authority—the Army Air 
Forces, The Army Air Corps, and the Air 
Force Combat Command. The Army Air 
Forces was the aviation component of the 


Amy. It was divided into two branches 
the Combat Command and the Air 
Corps. The Combat Command was the 


striking army of the Air Forces. Except 
for those units assigned or attached to 
lask forces, overseas garrisons, or other 
commanders, it had control of all aerial 
operations. The Air Corps was respon- 
sible for personnel, materiel, and the 
operation of the Air Force training pro 
gram, 

The recent Army reorganization cen- 
\ralized the power, duties and functions 
of these three divisions in one man, Lt. 
fen. Henry LH. Arnold, Commanding Gen- 
eral of the Army Air Forces. The Com 
lat Command and the Air Corps were 
ibolished and their duties and powers 
transferred to General Arnold. Today 
General Arnold is charged with the duty 
ind responsibility of providing and main 
laining air equipment and trained or- 
sinizations for combat operations. To 
idvise and assist him in these duties, he 
is assisted by a competent air staff, and, 
an advisory council composed of Col, C. P. 
Cabell and Col. L. Norstad. 

Basically the Army Air Forces is now 
organized into a self-contained unit that 
‘Similar in many respects to the War 
Department. It has its own Air Staff, 
Which is divided into six major sections 
“mprising A-1, A-2, A-3, A-4, Plans and 
‘0 Air Inspector. In many respects this 
Air Staff is similar to the War Depart 
ment General Staff. 

The other major divisions of the Air 
Forces are as follows: Director of Mili- 
lary Requirements, Director of Technical 
Requirements, Public Relations Officer, 
Mrector of Personnel, Air Surgeon, Air 
Judge Advocate, Budget Officer, Director 
of Management Control, Materiel Com-

Suspend Marriage Prohibitions 

Filing its report recommending enact 
ment of legislation, S, 2380, which would 
suspend during the war all prohibitions 
against marriage of officers in the armed 
forces, the Senate Military Affairs Com 
mittee this week declared that at present 
“any restraint upon the marriage of the 
ollicer concerned is unreasonable.” 

The bill, introduced last week by Sena 
tor Gurney, of 8S. Dak., provides: 

“That notwithstanding the provisions 
of any other law or regulation, no officer 
of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, or 
Coast Guard shall be discharged, have his 
commission revoked, or be otherwise dis 
criminated against because he was mar 
ried at any time during any of the wars 
in which the United States is now en 
vaged or six months thereafter, regard 
less of the length of time such officer has 
held his commission at the time of 
marriage.” 

Restrictions now prohibit any officer of 
the Navy, Marine Corps or Coast Guard 
from marrying within a certain time 
after his commission is granted, and on 1 
July 1942, if S. 2360 is not enacted, a 
similar restriction will be applied to new 
ly commissioned Army officers. 

Commenting on the bill, Secretary of 
War Stimson stated that the War De 
partment had no objection to the bill, but 
did not think legislation was necessary. In 
reply the committee said, “It is believed 
that a matter as essential to the morale 
of the Nation as is this legislation should 
not be left to the discretion of the Secre 
tary of War.”

The ArmMy-Navy JouRNAL asked 
Maj. Gen. Joseph T. MceNarney, the 
new Deputy Chief of Staff, as to his 
pinion concerning the use of air 
power, General MeNarney replied 


that he believed that the effective 
use of air power should be ex- 
ploited to the fullest. 

Ile pointed out, however, the 


necessity of combining all members 
of the armed froces into a fighting 
team, and by armed forces, he in 
cluded not only all the arms and 
services in the Army, but also 
those of the Navy and those of our 
Allies. 

General MecNarney declined to 
discuss present day military prob 
lems, but reaffirmed his belief in 
two basic principles: 

(1) offensive action is necessary 
to win wars; and 

(2) dispersion of forces defers 
the period when offensive action is 
possible.

New Policy for Army’s 
Permanent Commissions 


The War Department has prepared new 
regulations for Regular Army appoint 
ments which wil permit married men to 
obtain permanent commisions, which ex 
tend the deadline for filing of applica 


tions, and which greatly simplify pro 
cedure for appointments. 
For the duration of the war perma- 


nent commissions in the Air Corps will be 
granted under the same conditions as 
govern appointments in other Arms and 
Services. 

The maximum age for appointments in 
the Regular Army has been reduced from 
30 years to 27 years since maximum age 
for second lieutenants on duty with troops 
is 30 years. Therefore, second lieutenants 
initially appointed at age 27 or under will 
be promoted to first lieutenants before 
they become too old for troop duty. 

Officer applicants on duty in overseas 
possesions will not be required to take the 
written examination, 

The written examination itself has been 
greatly modified. 

The 27 March, 1{M1, edition of AR 605 
8 which the new regulations supercede 
required applications for commissions to 
be submitted by 1 Jan., 1942. The dead 
line for submission of applications to com 
manding oflicers under the new regula 
tions is 15 April, 1{42. Applications al 
ready filed under AR 605-8 will be for 
warded by Army commanders as provided 
in par. 7 c below. 

Also rescinded for the duration of the 
war by the new regulations are AR 605 
1h, which governed Air Corps Commis- 
sions, and AR 605-6, which governed per 
manent commissions under the Thomason 


Act. The latter regulation already had 
been suspended by AR 605-8, 
As was the case with the appointments 


made as a result of the 1941 examinations, 
applicants must be officers National 
Guard, Reserve or Army of the United 
States—who ure and who have been on 
extended active duty or in active Federal 
service for a continuous period of at least 
six months on date of application, 

As a result of the last tests, 228 ap 
pointments (exclusive of Air Corps) were 
announced recently. About the same num 
ber of officers are to be appointed this 
year, and since much of the appointment 
procedure is being decentralized, it is ex 
pected that the appointments may be 
made much sooner after the examinations 
than formerly was possible. The examina 
tions will begin on 1 July 1942, 

Action to eliminate the former ban 
against appointment of married appli 
cants was taken by the War Department 
as the regulations were going to press, 
and the announcement came only a few 
days after the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee reported legislation suspend 
ing for the duration of the war all pro 
hibitions against marriage of officers in 
the armed forces 

Full text of the regulations follows:

; Editors Discuss Pay Measure, Majority Strongly Urée Its Quick Passage 


S 8S. 2025, the bill which would increase pay of service men, passed first from a 
subcommittee of the Senate Military Affairs Committee, and thence from the 

full committee to the floor of the Senate, news editors throughout the country analyti- 
cally combined fiscal statistics and editorial opinion to present to readers the pro and 


con of the Congressional measure. 


Overwhelmingly were these editors in favor of 


granting the proposed pay increases. Still though, some voiced strong objections ; yet, 
on the other hand, there were other papers which urged pay benefits beyond those con- 


templated in 8. 2025. 


“A Senate committee’s proposal for increased pay,” says the Waco, Tex., News- 
Tribune, “is fair and reasonable, It would level off part of the disparity between the 
men who risk their lives on the war front and those who are secure in their jobs at 


home. 


Bitterness such as was created in the World War because of the injustice of 


pittances for those who offered their lives while boom wages were paid those working 
ut home must not be permitted to recur.” Pointing out that the bill would require an 
expenditure of from 225 to 250 million dollars a year, the News-Tribune says that this 
sum “is less almost by half than pay increases voted a single class of workers, the rail- 


road employees.” 


That American soldiers receive much in benefits above their pay is praised and 
undisputed by the Hartford, Conn., Courant, which says, “Nevertheless, it is only 
fair to recognize the fact that the general wage and price levels in the United States 
have risen since the outbreak of the war despite the efforts to restrain them, and that 
to be called from civilian activities into military service means for most draftees a 
sacrifice of earnings and prospects. Moreover,” adds the Courant, “the general policy 
at Washington with regards to wages would seem to forbid the denial of a pay raise 
to the military men, For any Administration which insists that workers in defense 
industries receive time and a half for every hour’s labor in excess of forty a week can 
hardly refuse to recognize the claims of the men who are doing the actual fighting.” 


In urging swift passage of 8S. 2025, the Austin, Tex., American comments, “Mem- 
bers of this community’s armed forces, already far and away the best paid soldiers 
and sailors in the world, face the happy prospect of still better pay. Despite the tre- 
mendous cost of the war,” the American asserts, “a cost which is pressing more and 
more heavily upon the American people, there will be little objection to the increase.” 


While in complete agreeance with the Austin American in principle, the Mont- 
gomery, Ala., Advertiser takes issue with a particular inference in the American com- 
ment and states, “It might be well right here to take time out to nip the prevalent mis- 
conception to the effect that Americans are ‘the best paid fighting men in the world.’ 
It is true that they are among the best paid but Australia exceeds this country in its 
generosity to its armed forces. Australian soldiers,” the Advertiser points out, “re- 
ceive starting pay of $6.50 weekly and for overseas duty $10 weekly. In addition, 
and this is more important, even enlisted men get liberal allowances for their depen- 


dents. 


American soldiers start off at the much-cited $21 a month,” the Advertiser 


compares, “but after three months are supposed to have risen to the rank of first class 
private and get $30.” The Advertiser holds that increased pay “would be a consider- 





Service Pay 


Settlement of the controversy over the 
seating of Senator Langer, of N. Dak., 
in the Senate, expected to be completed 
today, will enable the Senate to begin 
consideration of pending measures, in- 
cluding the interdepartmental pay bill, 8. 
2025, which was reported to that body 
lust week by its Military Affairs Com- 
mittee. 

A couple of other bills may intervene, 
but the Johnson bill probably will be 
called up for consideration within the 
next few days. 

A powerful source of support for the 
measure increasing service pay has been 
gained in Senator Barkley, of Ky., Sen- 
ate majority leader, who stated that he 
personally favors the measure, and ex- 
pects to discuss the matter with the Presi 
dent at the earliest opportunity. 

Powerful Senate sources this week 
stated that they felt that the President 
was “not unfriendly” to the bill, and cer- 
tainly recent Presidential approval to 
such measures as the increase of pay in

equalization bill, pay for service of Na- 
tional Guard and Naval and Marine Re- 
Serve officers, and proposals to credit war- 
rant officer and enlisted men of the Na- 
tional Guard, Naval and Marine Reserves 
with longevity for active and inactive 
service would indicate that Mr. Roose- 
velt is interested in proposals to increase 
servicce pay. 

As reported by the Johnson subcommit- 
tee, S. 2025 grants biggest increases to 
enlisted personnel and to nurses, who are 
admittedly greatly underpaid. In the 
cases of the enlisted men, the rates of 
base pay established are not greatly in 
excess of those now being paid, when the 
$10 bonus is included, but the temporary 
increases of the Selective Service Act 
and the temporary $10 bonus will be con- 
verted into permanent law, with slight in- 
creases in addition. Of most importance 
to enlisted men, is the proposal in the 
bill to employ the officers’ system of 
longevity pay instead of that now in use.

A $300 increase in the base pay of sec 


ond lieutenants and ensigns is provided | 


in the ball. Some brigadier generals and 
rear admirals (lower half) would re 
ceive increases through the removal of 
the limitation on their total pay and al- 


lowances, and for officers of other grades | 


no increases are provided, except in rental 
and subsistence allowances, and even 
these latter will not affect senior officers 
because of the present limitations on total 
pay and allowances which are proposed 
to be retained. 

It is this greatly amended measure 
which is now before the Bureau of the 
Budget for comment. Sentiment for the 
measure is increasing, both in the Senate, 
and throughout the country at large us 
evidenced in many editorials, and Budget 
approval may not be necessary to carry 
the bill to passage. 

It will be recalled that the amendment 
providing a bonus for foreign service re 
cently was enacted without prior Presi 
dential approval. 

Two other members of the House this 
week expressed themselves in favor in 
increases of pay for service personnel. 

Representative Whelchel, of Ga., intro- 
duced a bill, H.R. 6836, which would 
amend the Selective Service Act to in 
crease monthly base pay of enlisted men 
to the proposed §. 2025 levels—-master 
sergeant, $138; technical sergeant, $114; 
staff sergeant, $96; sergeant, $78; cor 
poral, $66; private first class, $48, and 
private, $42. 

In a colloquy on the House floor, Repre- 
sentative Randolph, of W. Va., stated, 
“T feel we can cut nonessential spending 
and give more money to our soldiers. I ask 
the distinguished chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs if it is not his 
opinion that Congress should at this time 
give careful consideration with a view to 
raising the basic pay of the privates in 
the Army.” 

The chairman, Representative 
pointed out that such a bill was pending.

“No matter what it cost we are for increased pay for all men called 
to the service,” states the Sheboygan, Wis., Press. The Houston, Tex., Post adds, “If 
a machinist is worth $10 a day making guns or tanks, a soldier or sailor ought to ly 
worth $2 a day operating them. There isn’t much room for opposition.” The Paducah 
Ky., Sun-Democrat asserts, “If there is one expenditure of war the country as a whok 
will look on kindly it is the increase in pay for the Army.” Stronger yet is the con 
ment of the Las Vegan, Ney., Review Journal which says, “In addition to passing 
the proposed pay increases, Congress also should approve the bill now under considera 
tion for allowances to soldiers’ wives. In World War I a private with a wife wa 
forced to send her $15 a month, which the government matched. There was an addi 
tional $10 for the first child, $7.50 for the second and so on up to a maximum gover! 
ment contribution of $50.” Concluding, the Review Journal says, “The least our cou 
try can do for its soidiers is to see that they are the best paid in the world. They ar 
not today.”

2 Appointments, grade, and arm or ser- 
yice—Appointments will be made in grade 
ef second lieutenant in Infantry, Cavalry,

mate of each candidate recommended by the 
board will be submitted in order to assist the 
appropriate commander in recommending and 
the War Department selection board in the 
selection of candidates for appointment. 

d. For applicants outside the continental 
limits of the United States, the board will in- 
vestigate the available records and obtain 
from the applicants’ available commanding 
officers statements concerning the applicants’ 
qualifications. 

10. Moral character and general fitness 
qualifications.—Selection boards will care- 
fully inquire into the moral character and 
general fitness of the candidate. The board 
will carefully question and judge the candi- 
date and will secure any additional informa- 
tion from reliable sources that will be of 








value to the board or higher boards in deter- 
mining the moral character and general fit- 
ness for appointment. In addition to moral 
character, the board will investigate and ob- 
serve the candidate’s personality, appearance, 
tact, bearing, past experience, and general 
adaptability to the military service. The 
board, in making its report, will clearly sep- 
arate its findings as to moral character and as 
to general fitness. One of the following terms 
will be used by the board in rating a can- 
didate under the heading of general fitness: 
satisfactory, very satisfactory, excellent, or 
superior. 

11. Educational qualifications.—a. To be 
recommended for selection, a candidate must 
demonstrate to the satisfaction of a selection 
board that he possesses the necessary educa- 
tional foundation required of an officer in 
the Regular Army. In this determination the 
board will carefully consider not only the 
educational qualifications necessary for an of- 
ficer of the lowest grade, but also whether 
a candidate’s educational qualifications are 
sufficient to enable him to pursue efficiently 
his military education, and to function effi- 
ciently in the various grades to which he 
will be promoted in the normal career of an 
officer. 

b. Hach candidate, except candidates for 
appointment in Corps of Engineers, Signal

below. This certificate will be verified by the 
War Department. Each candidate for ap- 
pointment in the Corps of Engineers, Signal 
Corps, Chemical Warfare Service, and Ord- 
nance Department in the continental United 
States will be required to submit to the board 
satisfactory evidence from the records of a 
recognized college, university, or technical 
institution showing that the candidate is a

In a course in civil, electrical, mechanical, 
chemical, architectural, aeronautical, struc- 
tural, or mining engineering, which course 
is general in character and designed to give 
graduates sound training, both theoretical and 
practical, in the science upon which engi- 
neering practice is based. 

(3) For appointment in the Ordnance De- 
partment: In a course in civil, electricai, 
mechanical, chemical, architectural, aero- 
nautical, structural, mining, petroleum, auto- 
motive, or production engineering or has 
majored in mathematics or business adminis- 
tration. 

(4) For appointment in Signal Corps: In 
a course in electrical engineering, or has 
majored in physics or electrical subjects.

educational examination given for the purpose 
of ascertaining the extent to which the can- 
didate possesses the general education re- 
quired of an officer of the Regular Army.

12. Educational examining board,.—a, Each 
appropriate commander in the continental 
United States will convene at each post, camp, 
or station where candidates recommended for 
selection are stationed and who are required 
to take the educational examination pre- 
scribed in paragraph 11d an examining board, 
consisting of three officers, to conduct the 
required examination, Where the number of 
candidates is too small to warrant the ap- 
pointment of a board or where it is imprac- 
tical to appoint such a board, candidates may 
be authorized detached service without ex- 
pense to the Government in order to be ex- 
amined at the nearest station where a board 
has been convened, 

b. This examination will be held beginning 
July 1, 1942. 

c, Examination booklets will be forwarded 
direct by The Adjutant General to each post, 
camp, or station where examining boards 
will be convened in the continental United 
States. Upon completion of the examination 
all examination papers will be returned direct 
by the examining board to The Adjutant 
General for marking. After examination 
papers have been marked, those disqualified 
educationally will be removed by the War 
Department from the list of selected candi- 
dates, 

13. Educational examination.—a. General.— 
In fairness to men who have educated them- 
selves by general reading and private study, 
examinations will be constructed so as to 
sample the candidate’s usable knowledge of 
the subjects, no matter where or how ob- 
tained, Examinations will be of the objective 
or short answer type and will be answered 
on forms provided for that purpose, Direc- 
tions for administering examinations will be 
furnished by the War Department to the 
examining boards, These directions will pre- 
scribe the precise method of giving the ex- 
aminiations, a system of checking each num- 
bered answer sheet to avoid loss of copies 
so that all tests and answer sheets will be 
returned to the War Department. The ex- 
aminiation will consist of a test in English 
and one in general culture. 

b. English.—The examination in English 
will cover usage, expression, and reading 
comprehension, The usage section of the test 
measures various phases of correct English 
and recognition of acceptable usage, and is 
of the minimum-essentials type. It consists 
of three parts: I, grammatical usage; II, 
punctuation and capitalization; III, spelling. 
The expression section attempts to measure 
a number of elements influencing the effec-

Colonel Ireland to Retire 


©ol. Mark L. Ireland, First Corps Area 
Quartermaster, and well known in mili- 
tary circles for maintenance of the army’s 
motor transport in France and for its 
subsequent growth, has gone on terminal 
leave prior to retirement, it was an- 
nounced this week. 

Awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal and the French decoration of 
“Officer d’ Academie” for exceptionally 
meritorious and distinguished service in 
the A.E.F. Motor Transport Corps, and 
recalled to France in 1919 by the request 
of General Pershing after once returning 
to the United States, Colonel Ireland also 
has an unusual background of scholar- 
ship and research in the field of military 
science as attested by various university 
degrees and a fellowship in the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science. 

Colonel Ireland has served as well in Ha- 
wall and twice in the Philippines, earning 
commendation on 17 Nov. 1987 from Maj, Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, then Military Adviser to 
the Philippine Government, for “splendid ser- 
vice rendered in conducting the recent School 
of Administration and Supply for the person- 
nel of the Philippine Army.” United States 
High Commissioner Paul V. McNutt likewise 
cited his services in a letter to the Commander 
of the Philippine Department. 

Colonel Ireland has four sons and a son-in- 
law in the war, His eldest son became a re- 
serve officer upon graduation from University 
of Michigan and is building ships at Newport 
News, Va. The second son is a captain and 
airplane pilot in the Marine Corps, now finish- 
ing at Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
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a three-year post graduate course in aeronau- 
tical engineering, the third son is an anti- 
aircraft artillery lieutenant in Trinidad and 
the youngest is a midshipman at the United 
States Naval Academy. The colonel’s son-in- 
law is a captain with a tank unit in Kentucky 
where a granddaughter, Julia Byrom Rogers, 
promptly christened the “daughter of the 
tanks” was born on 31 Jan. 

Colonel Ireland was born in Michigan 26 
Sept. 1880. He has been with the army more 
than 40 years, 38 of which he has been a com- 
missioned officer. He entered the service soon 
after his graduation from Michigan Agricul- 
tural College in 1901 and was commissioned 
a second lieutenant of Infantry in 1904. He 
later served with the Ordnance and Coast 
Artillery Corps before being detailed in the 
Quartermaster Corps in 1916. He is a gradu- 
ate of the Coast Artillery School, the Quarter- 
master Corps School, and the Command and 
General Staff School of the Army as well as 
holding various degrees of science and engi- 
neering including that of M.S. from Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology and Ph.D. 
from the University of Michigan, 

He will perhaps best be remembered for 
ploneering in the field of motor transport re- 
pair and operation at Brownsville and Fort 
Sam Houston, Texas, 1916-1918 and then tak- 
ing charge of that function in France. So 
efficiently did he perform this vital work that 
he was promoted from Lieutenant Colonel to 
Colonel by General Pershing on 31 May 1919. 

Colonel Ireland is a member of a number 
of fraternities and scientific bodies and has 
served on the National Research Council. As 
a member of the Society of the Songs of the 
American Revolution, he has shown a keen 
interest in their proceedings and on last 
Washington's Birthday delivered an impres- 
sive address.before the Boston Chapter, 

A dinner was given to Colonel Ireland 
by officers and civilian personnel at Bos- 
ton on 24 March as their tribute to him 
and to his army career. 





Army Emergency Relief Benefit 


Irving Berlin, producer of the World 
War all-soldier musical comedy, “Yip, 
Yip, Yaphank,” has accepted a War De- 
partment invitation to revive the show 
under the title “This Is The Army.” The 
new show, which like its predecessor will 
be presented entirely by soldiers, will 
open on Broadway in May, with receipts 
going to the Army Emergency Relief. 

Only exception in the cast will be the 
producer, Mr. Berlin, who will don his 
sergeant’s uniform and sing, “Oh How I 
Hate to Get Up in the Morning”—the hit 
tune he sang in the 1918 version of the 
musical. “Yip, Yip, Yaphank” was writ- 
ten and produced while Mr. Berlin was a 
sergeant at Camp Upton, L. I. 

It is expected that after “This Is The 
Army,” completes its theatre run, a movie 
will be made of it. 





Army Steam Locomotive 


First steam locomotive to be delivered 
to the War Department in almost 25 
years, the 91-ton New Lima has been offi- 
cially inducted into the Army at Ft. Bel- 
voir, Va., Quartermaster Corps officials 
announced this week. 

The first leg of an historic journey saw 
the Lima towed from the Lima Locomo- 
tive Works, Inc., Lima, Ohio, to Camp 
Holabird, Md., where it ran tests there. 
The engine was then run under its own 
power from the Holabird Rail Shops to 
Union Station, Washington, D. C., where 
a group of Army officers, specialists in 
transportation, inspected it. 

Maj. Gen. BE. B. Gregory, The Quarter- 
master General, who placed the order for 
a series of the Lima locomotives more 
than six months ago, viewed the engine 
with pride and shoveled coal from its 10- 
ton supply to stoke the firebox for the 
last ten miles to Ft. Belvoir. Lt. C. G. 
Price, jr., Rail Shop Executive Officer, 
Holabird, Md., was the engineer and Lt. 
Carl W. Lewey, Assistant Transportation 
Officer, Ft. Belvoir, the fireman. Lt. Col. 
PB. C. R, Lasher, Assistant to the Chief 
of Transportation, and his group of rail 
transportation experts were attended by 
factory and military technicians with 
Maj. L. L. Bradford, Rail Maintenance 
Officer, making arrangements; Maj. R. 
Hart-Davies, representing the British 
Army Staff; Maj. Martin Goerl, of the 
Railway Branch of the Office of the Chief 
Engineer; Lt. L. D. Lally, Executive As- 
sistant; Lt. C. P. Scholten, Lt. D. 8. 





Peschko, Lt. E. ©. Robbins, officers of 
operations; and J. W. Marsh, Railway 
Equipment Engineer, who was instru- 
mental in perfecting the design for the 
New Lima. 

The advent of this steam locomotive 
brought forward comparisons of the last 
model in service in the United States 
Army, “General Pershing,” manufactured 
by Baldwin in 1918 and currently on duty 
in switching service at Ft .Benning, Ga. 
The Lima is known as “6994, U. S. A.” 
until a more auspicious occasion calls for 
a christening. It cost the Government 
$69,700. 





Turn Down Cemetery Land 


For the second time, the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee this week took up 
for discussion a bill, 8. 1817, which would 
authorize acquisition of additional land 
for the Arlington National Cemetery, and 
for the second time voted down the meas- 
ure. 

The bill came up for consideration some 
weeks ago, after having been passed by 
the Senate, but the House members de- 
clared that the asking price for the land 
was too high, especially since it was not 
now needed for expansion of the cemetery. 

Revived this week at the request of 
government officials, the measure again 
was tabled, members adding the argu- 
ment that war time was not the time to 
spend government funds for land merely 
to prevent possible future development 
by the private owners. 

The tract in question consists of 25 
acres bounded on the south by the ceme- 
tery, on the north by Lee Boulevard, on 
the east by Arlington Ridge Road and 
on the west by North Meade Street. 


Gen. MacArthur Honored 


Already a recipient of 15 other Ameri- 





can citations, General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur has been awarded America’s 
highest decoration—the Congressional 


Medal of Honor, the War Department dis- 
closed in a communique this week. The 
medal presented General MacArthur by 
President Roosevelt in the name of Con- 
gress will be presented by Mr. Nelson T. 
Johnson, American Minister to Australia. 
The award was for “conspicuous gallan- 
try and intrepidity, above and beyond the 
call of duty, in action in the Philippines 
against invading Japanese forces.” 

The citation awarding the medal fol- 
lows: 

“Gen. Douglas MacArthur, commanding 
general, United States Army forces in the Far 
Kast. For conspicuous leadership in prepar- 
ing the Philippine Islands to resist conquest, 
for gallantry and intrepidity above and be- 
yond the call of duty in action against in- 
vading Japanese forces, and for the heroic 
conduct of defensive and offensive operations 
on the Bataan peninsula. 

“He mobilized, trained and led an army 
which has received world acclaim for its gal- 
lant defense against a tremendous superior- 
ity of enemy forces in men and arms. 

“His utter disregard of personal danger 
under heavy fire and aerial bombardment, his 
calm judgment in each crisis, inspired his 
troops, galvanized the spirit of resistance of 
Filipino people, and confirmed the faith of 
the American people in their armed forces.” 

Meanwhile, President Roosevelt gave to Gen. 
Wladyslaw Sikorski, Prime Minister of the 
Polish Government in exile, permission to 
award Poland’s highest military award, the 
Virtuti Militari, to General MacArthur. This 
presentation, General Sikorski told reporters 
in Washington, will be made by the Polish 
Minister in Australia. Only other Americans 
who hold the highest Polish honor are Gen- 
eral John J. Pershing and the Unknown Sol- 
dier. 





Reports on War Zone 

Ft. Bragg, N. C.—Twenty-seven thou- 
sand miles by airplane, completely en- 
circling the globe, is enough traveling to 
last quite a while, according to Lt. Col. 
Frederick B. Porter, of Ft. Bragg’s Field 
Artillery Board, who this week addressed 
the officers of the 36th Field Artillery 
here. Colonel Porter formerly commanded 
the 2nd Battalion of the 36th. 

Assigned by the War Department as a 
military observer, Colonel Porter left San 
Francisco 26 Sept., 1941, arriving in 
Egypt 12 days later. His return trip in 
January of this year, also by air, took 


him across Africa and the South Atlap 
tic. His experiences while watching th 
desert warfare in Libya included haying 
a trench coat he was wearing shot fy 
of holes while he remained unscatheg 
having his driver shot by a Germa 
patrol ; receiving injuries in a forced lang. 
ing in Libya; losing his friend, Maj 
Michael Buckley, formerly of the Fie 
Artillery Board, by capture to Ay 
forces; being subjected to air and arti. 
lery fire and bombardment ; and witness. 
ing many a bloody desert battle.

In spite of the hardships and the tre 
mendous amount of work involved in the 
18 reports which Colonel Porter submit 
ted to the War Department, he said that 
he enjoyed the trip; it was an experience, 
he added, that he will remember all his 
life. 





War Dept. Civil Functions 

The Senate Appropriations Committe 
this week reported to the floor, and the 
Senate passed as reported the War 
Department Civil Functions Appropria 
tion Bill for fiscal year 1943, carrying 
funds for operation of the Soldiers’ Home 
and for upkeep of Arlington National 
Cemetary. 

The Senate committee recommended 4 
$33,089,000 increase in the $333,950,8% 
bill passed by the House, bringing the 
tetal of funds carried in the bill to $367; 
039,826. Of the increase, $9,300,000 was 
for construction of lock and auxiliary 
works at Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., and 
$23,789,000 for various flood control pro} 
ects.

Seek Navy Ideas 

Upon the recommendation of Admiral 
Ernest J. King, Commander-in-Chief, 
United States Fleet, Secretary of the 
Navy Knox this week approved a general 
order establishing an Operational Pro- 
posal Board within the Headquarters of 
the Commander-in-Chief of the U. 
Fleet. 

The Board has been set up to ensure 
that all possible sources of increased op- 
erating efficiency are explored with a 
view to encouraging and developing origi- 
nal thought relative to Naval operations, 
especially on the part of sea-going per- 
sonnel. 

It includes officers nominated by Ad- 
miral King, Lt. Gen. Thomas Holcomb, 
the Commandant of the Marine Corps; 
Vice Adm. Russell R. Waesche, Com- 
mandant of the Coast Guard; and Rear 
Adm. John H. Towers, Chief of the Bu- 


reau of Aeronautics. 

Primary objectives sought in the estab- 
lishment of this board are to provide an 
opportunity to invite and urge the sea- 
going personnel to contribute operational 
ideas, suggestions, plans, and proposals 





which it is believed will increase the ef- 
ficiency of Naval operations; an avenue 
of direct approach to the Commander-in- 
Chief, United States Fleet, which all per- 
sonnel in the Navy would feel free to use ; 
and adequate recognition for originators 
of useful suggestions. The board will 
function within the Headquarters of the 
Comma nder-in-Chief. 





Marines Broaden Officer 
Candidate 


The Marine Corps this week announced 
a broader policy for obtaining officers 
from the enlisted ranks. Under the new 
policy, non-commissioned Marine oflicers 
may now be under 30 years of age when 
they enter the Candidates’ Class and may 
apply for entrance after four months ac- 
tive duty. Prior requirements for the Can 
didates’ school for officers were one year’s 
service and under 27 years of age. 

Privates first class and privates, if 
between 20 and 27, are now eligible for 
the Candidates’ Class after completion 
of recruit training if they hold one of 
the approved college degrees. Marine non- 
commissioned officers must possess a col- 
lege degree or show proficiency in certain 
chosen subjects. A circular letter is be- 
ing mailed to all officers notifying them 
of the change in requirements. 





Navy Pilot Training Program 

The Navy cleared the decks this week 
and prepared to put into full-scale opera- 
tion its plan for an annual turnout of 
80,000 of the “toughest, most aggressive” 
pilots in military history. 

Two hundred of the 800 prominent 
coaches and athletes who will handle the 
physical training of the pilots have em- 
barked upon a one-month indoctrination 
course at the U. 8. Naval Academy, where 
they are to receive instructions in the 
method of “toughening” their charges, 
Naval regulations, customs and traditions. 

Arrangements also were being com- 
pleted for opening the pilot induction 
centers at the University of North Caro- 
lina, Chapel Hill, N. C., and the Universi- 
ty of Iowa, Ames, Iowa, on 28 May, and 
at the University of Georgia, Athens, Ga., 
and St. Mary’s College, Moraga, Calif., 
on 11 June. 

The pilot training schedule undertaken 
by the Navy calls for enlistment of stu- 
dent aviators at the rate of 2,500 a month. 
During their stay at the four induction 
centers they will receive three months of 
pre-flight training and will undergo a 
strenuous “toughening” process under the 
direction of well-known coaches and 
athletes. 

Later they will be sent to Naval Re- 
serve Aviation Bases for one month of 
preliminary flight training, and then will 
go to the Navy’s three main training 
centers at Pensacola and Jacksonville, 
Fla., and Corpus Christi, Tex., for ad- 
vanced training. 





New-Type Airship Proposed 


The Navy Department has asked Con- 
gress for $700,000 for a new-type non- 
rigid airship which is about 50 per cent 
larger than those now under construction 
and will greatly increase the effectiveness 
of our sea patrol, testimony on Sixth 
1942 Supplemental National Defense Ap- 
propriation Bill, released this week re- 
veals. 

Rear Adm, John H. Towers, Chief of 
the Bureau of Aeronautics, told the house 
sub-committee the $700,000 for the new- 
type airship “has been submitted by the 
Navy Department to the Bureau of the 
Budget on previous occasions” but it had 
been stricken out. 

“It is a prototype airship,” Admiral 
Towers told the committee. “It is a pro- 
gram that the airship specialists think 
we should go on with. I had letters writ- 
ten to all the prominent, experienced of- 
ficers connected with airship operations, 
and I took a poll of them about this, be- 
cause I had my own doubts. They were 
practically unanimous in saying that they 
felt we should go ahead with the develop- 
ment of a type about 50 per cent larger 
than the one now in production, and that 
is what this is. Admiral King is very

AITING before the United States Senate is a measure of utmost importance to 
W ine war effort—the interdepartmental pay bill. It is important because it 
recognizes the need for a general pay increase in the uniformed services, a step which 
not only would be an act of justice to the officers, nurses, and enlisted men composing 
the fighting forces, but which would further the war effort by helping to free the 
minds of service personnel from the worries of family finance. Service pay schedules 
lag so far behind positions of comparable responsibility in civilian life, and, indeed, 
in other governmental endeavors, that there is little hope for the achievement of 
actual parity. Nevertheless, some tangible recognition, in the way of pay increases, 
would serve as a heartening stimulant to the morale of the fighting men. The truth 
is that the men and women, officers, nurses, and enlisted men, of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, and Public Health Service, 
are not in those services for the remuneration; they are in there, either as career 
men or as emergency personnel, for patriotic reasons, But they feel they should not 
be penalized too greatly in the lowering of the standards of living of themselves and 
their dependents in these days of high salaries and high costs of living. The bill which 
the Senate Military Affairs committee has reported out has many faults (it is well 
below the standards recommended by the Interdepartmental Pay Committee), but 
it does provide a basis upon which the Senate can build. An important deficiency of 
the bill as reported by the committee, is its failure to do anything tangible for the 
commissioned officer, A small increase in the base pay of second lieutenants, plus a 
very slight increase in the ration allowance is about all it accomplishes. It also re- 
moves the limitation on total pay and allowances for brigadier generals, which per- 
mits, in some instances, a meagre increase in that grade. But, by and large, the bill 
does little for the officer. The Senate has the opportunity to correct these deficiencies 
and to send to the House a bill worthy of the country’s regard of its service personnel. 
It should take the opportunity to show the world the opinion it has of its fighting men.

That statement, voiced as a challenge by Rear Adm, Emory 8S. Land, Chairman 
of the Maritime Commission in a radio broadcast, is typical of the frank attitude 
he has taken toward his job throughout his long and valuable career as a public 
official. Admiral Land laid bare to theAmerican public the fact that the shortage of 
ships is still a serious menace to the cause of the United Nations. As always, he 
did not mince words. 

If every worker and every executive in the myriad industries which must 
eontribute efficiently to the shipbuilding program would follow the pace set by 
Admiral Land—a pace of 100 per cent effort every hour—there would be no “if” in 
America’s shipbuilding program. 

We have no evidence that this is being done. In fact, we must admit regretfully 
that there are many indications that valuable hours are being lost. And the men 
overseas who must be supplied, cannot understand how their fellow citizens can let 
them down, 

The records show that work stoppages cost 5,000,000 man-hours in the ship- 
building and repair industry in 1941. The Maritime Commission is forced to admit 
that the steel industry lacked by a wide margin its deliveries of the necessary steel 
during the last quarter of last year. As a result, we are short 8 to 12 ships in the 
American merchant marine today—8 to 12 ships that otherwise would be rendering 
sorely-needed wartime service. 

Apparently one of the answers to the challenge found in Admiral Land’s words 
is primarily delivery of materials on time. The most willing worker in the world 
cannot produce unless he has the materials. However, there can be no excuse for 
our shipbuilders if the governmental agencies charged with that responsibility see 
to it that materials are delivered. 

Admiral Land points to loafing as another menace—not so much strikes, but 
slowdowns, lost minutes—lost hours—lost days, because of a “take it easy” attitude. 

If we take it easy, the Axis aggressors will take us—casy.

Air Staff 

In order to thoroughly understand the 
duties and functions of each of the major 
divisions listed directly above, it is neces- 
sary that each be considered separately. 

The Air Staff is headed by Maj. Gen. 
Millard F. Warmon, Chief of the Air 
Staff, and Brig. Gen. L. 8. Kuter, Deputy 
Chief of the Air Staff. These officers are 
charged with the duty of supervising and 
coordinating the activities of the Air 
Staff: and to act as Executive, Assistant 
and advisers to the Commanding General 
of the Army Air Forces. 

A-1 Division (Personnel)—tThis divi- 
sion of the Air Staff is headed by Col. F. 
Trubee Davison, Assistant Chief of 
Staff. The functions of this division is to 
formulate policies and establish objec- 
tives relating to personnel; and consult 
and collaborate with the other Assistant 
Chiefs of Staff on other matters as may 
be necessary. 

2 Division (Military Intelligence )— 
This division is headed by Col. R. L. 
Walsh, Assistant Chief of Staff. It is 
charged with the responsibility of formu- 
lating policies and establishment of re- 
quirements and objectives relating to 
evaluation and dissemination of intelli- 
gence and training of intelligence person- 
nel; and of supervising activities of the 
intelligence service. The division is sub- 
divided into a section of Director of In- 
telligence Service, the operating agency 
for intelligence matters; collection, 
evaluation and dissemination of techni- 
cal and other information as delegated ; 
and with the training of intelligence offi- 
cers as directed by the Assistant Chief of 
Staff A-2. 

A-3 Division (Operations and Train- 
ing)—This division is charged with 
establishment of requirements and 
formulation of plans and policies regard- 
ing training programs and _ doctrines, 
and allocations of aircraft, aircraft acces- 
sories and supplies. Col. H. S. Vander- 
burg, Assistant Chief of Staff, heads this

A-4 Division (Materiel and Supply)

Coast Survey Promotions 


A bill, H. R. 6818, introduced this week 
by Chairman Bland of the House Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries Committee 
would extend to officers of the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey the provisions of the 
Navy Temporary Promotion Act of 24 
July 1941. 


Temporary promotions and appoint- 
ments would be limited to the following 
by the bill: 


Officers in the service of the War or 
Navy Departments would be promoted on 
recommendation of the heads of those 
departments. 


Officers remaining with the survey may 
be temporarily promoted to fill vacancies 
caused by transfer of officers to the War 
and Navy Departments. 

Regularly appointed deck officers and 
junior engineers may be appointed en- 
signs temporarily, but such appointments 
shall not exceed number of officers trans- 
ferred to War and Navy Departments. 





Gen. Henry Heads Board 


Appointment of Maj. Gen. Guy V. Hen- 
ry, retired, as chief of a board of Amer- 
ican officers empowered to effect the 
transfer of United States citizens now in 
the Canadian Armed Forces to service 
under their own flag in the U. 8. Army, 
Navy, or Marine Corps has been an- 
nounced by the War Department. 

Under the terms of a mutual agree- 
ment recently approved by both govern- 
ments, applications for transfer to the 
U. S. Forces are acceptable on and after 
6 April 1942, but must be in the hands 
of the Canadian military authorities not 
later than 20 April 1942. Applications 
filed after that date will not be considered, 
War Department officials stressed. 

The general framework of the transfer 
agreement was developed in a prelimin- 
ary discussion recently in Ottawa, Cana- 
da, in which an American mission, headed 
by Col. O. B. Abbott, GSC, USA, con- 
ferred with a Canadian delegation headed 
by Maj. Gen. H. F. G. Letson.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Diplomacy is marching hand in hand with the preparations for 
the Spring operations, which all the nations at war are making. Hitler is holding con- 
ferences with King Boris of Bulgaria, and with the Ambassadors of Roumania and 
Hungary, for the purpose of compromising Balkan territorial disputes and obtaining 
reinforcements from them. Ambassador von Papen has arrived in Berlin from Turkey, 
which continues to be neutral. In conjunction with Mussolini, Hitler is applying pres- 
sure to the Vichy Government to increase the extent of its collaboration, and to ac- 
quire the use of the French Fleet. Moreover, it would be gratifying to him were Japan 
to be permitted to use the ports of Madagascar as bases for their raider and subma- 
rine operations in the Indian Ocean, and to occupy without resistance strategic French 
Islands in the South Pacific. His agents in South America are active in the effort to 
separate the Pan-American Republics from the United States, and to keep Argentina 
and Chile out of the war. As an arm of his diplomacy, he is using the radio to forward 
a peace movement in Russia, and to prevent an agreement between the British Gov- 
ernment and India. Spain and Portugal are being urged to join the conquering Axis 
with lavish promises of what they will be given, and threats of what will happen 
should they remain neutral. 











The United Nations are meeting these maneuvers. Increasing quantities of ma- 
terials are being delivered to Russia. We are opposing vigorously any departure by 
the Vichy Government from the terms of the Armistice, and, consequently, the trans- 
fer of supplies to the Axis Powers and their use of the French Fleet or French posses- 
sions as bases. How carefully we are watching Axis-Vichy relations is shown by our 
protest at the landing of an injured sailor by a German submarine at Fort de France, 
which has brought assurances that no repetition of the incident will be permitted to 
occur, Admittedly our relations with Vichy are tense. We have been embarrassed by 
Free French seizure of the islands of St. Pierre and Miquelon off Newfoundland, the 
revelation of the de Gaulle headquarters of our de facto recognition of their posses- 
sion of French Oceania and New Caledonia, and their demand that we extend like 
recognition to their occupation of Syria. Another German economic mission has ar- 
rived in Madrid. We are reminding Spain that we have been supplying her with food, 
machinery, ete., on the understanding that she will remain neutral. We are support- 
ing Britain in pressing India to gather her strength for defense. In connection with 
India, it is neted that Sir Stafford Cripps, who is conveying Churchill’s proposals to 
the several factions of the Peninsula, has stated that his Government wishes the coun- 
try to join the United Nations as an ally, a forecast of what the proposals contemplate. 
We have handed over to China the $500,000,000 appropriated by Congress, and she is 
using the money to stabilize her currency, to pay for supplies obtained from Russia 
and through India, and to meet local commitments. In South America, we are cooperat- 
ing with the several Republics to increase their war output, and, while recognizing the 
difficulties of Argentina and Chile, are urging them to do their part in protecting 
Hemispherical solidarity. In all parts of the world, we are countering German propa- 
ganda. 


There is some embarrassment arising from the attitude of Australia and New 
Zealand in the matter of closer relations with the United States. Those two Dominions 
are anxious that they shall have the most intimate connection with the Pacific war 
effort, and have not hesitated to express their dissatisfaction with the treatment ac- 
corded them by London. The President stated at a press conference that he believes 
the present machinery is adequate, but if the Dominions want a new Board even though 
it may have a fantastic name, he will be willing to set it up. The Anzacs desire that the 
Pacific Council shall sit in Washington, and that they shall be represented upon the 
Combined Chiefs of Staff Committee. Doubtless compromises will be made which will 
be agreeable to them. They are enthusiastic over the assignment of General MacArthur 
to command the Southwest Pacific area, and his activities convince them they will be 
saved from invasion, although the General and they both realize he must be heavily 
supplied, if his operations are to be conducive to victory. 

The several nations still on the fence are naturally watching with keen concern 
the progress of operations. They realize that Russia is the nut which Hitler must 
erack if the Axis Powers and Japan are to win the war. Undoubtedly he is pressing 
the Tokyo War Cabinet to inaugurate an offensive in Siberia the moment the German 
Armies advance in Russia the last of May. Those armies are badly in need of oil, and 
the only area in which they can replenish the fuel they are getting from home coal 
production and Roumania, is the Caucasus and the Near East. Destruction of the 
Russian forces would open these resources to them. The incessant attacks on Malta 
foreshadow an attempt to seize that island, and admittedly it is difficult for the British 
to hold it because of Axis interference with the transport of supplies. Probably the 
advance of the British Army in Libya is for the purpose of occupying Benghazi, from 
which ships could more quickly proceed to Malta than from Alexandria. By taking the 
Andaman Islands, the Japanese have gained control of the Bay of Bengal, and thus 
will make more dangerous the carriage of supplies to Calcutta, German submarine 
operations have been directed principally against tankers. Shipping losses are high, 
and unless reduced they will embarrass overseas activities by the United Nations. Mr. 
Churchill has again indicated that the battle of the Atlantic is going badly, but the 
new measures inaugurated doubtless will cause the trend again to return in favor of 
the United Nations. So far as Japan is concerned, she has lost at least one-fifth of her 
cruiser strength and in view of the value of this type of ship, her ability further to 
extend sea war is diminished. This fact probably is responsible for the warning of 
Japanese statesmen that their people must be patient, and look forward to a period 
of prolonged hostilities. 


Bureau of Aeronauties—Establishment of three new Naval Reserve Aviation Bases, 
to provide additional facilities for student aviators in the Navy’s 30,000-pilot-a-year 
training program, was announced late last week by Secretary of the Navy Knox. 
The new bases will be located at Memphis, Tenn, ; Norman, Okla. ; and Peru, Ind. Each 
will be provided with the facilities required for preliminary flight training ; barracks, 
administration buildings, flying field, hangars, outlying fields, ete. 


Completion of these three bases will bring to a total of 18 the number of 
Reserve Aviation Bases in the United States. As in the case of the 15 existing bases, 
they will be designed to take a quota of 2,500 students entering the expanded training 
program each month, Under the present organization, the Navy’s student flyers first 
will be given a three-month preliminary “toughening” process, and a ground-school 
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program of physical] training and Naval indoctrination, which will be held at one 
of the four large universities recently selected by the Navy for this phase of training, 


Provost Marshal General—Callers at the office of the Provost Marshal General are 
impressed by the courteous reception and attention they receive. Because this branch 
of the Army especially has contacts with civilians, and, in consequence, many 
opportunities for friction which could react to the injury of the Service, the manner 
its business is conducted justifies the commendation being showered upon it. The 
practice observed by the office is in accordance with that imposed by Maj. Gen, 
Allen W. Gullion, Provost Marshal General, upon the office of the Judge Advocate 
General when in 1937 he became its acting chief. In the memorandum he issued that 
time he stated: “At least one officer will be present in each section at the noon 
period. Telephones will be answered promptly. As far as possible, section chiefs 
or their representatives will be familiar with the status (nearness of completion) 
of all important pending cases so that intelligent replies may be made to accredited 
inquirers. 

“In the government service courtesy is often a continuous function of time; 
that is, the older the agency, the more the courtesy. The Judge Advocate General's 
Department is an old institution—let it continue to follow form.” 

Lt. Col. W. H. Maglin, formerly Provost Marshal for GHQ, has been designated 
as commanding officer of the Military Police Replacement Training Center at Ft, 
Riley, Kansas, which will begin activities early in April. 

The center, which will accommodate 1,880 trainees from all sections of the 
United States, will train men in a three months’ course, for duty with military police 
units for combat Divisions, Corps and Armies; Posts, camps and stations (Corps 
Area Service Commands) ; protection to all defense installations in the Zone of the 
Interior; and guarding prisoners of war. 


Provisional Parachute Group—The 503rd Parachute Battalion formerly stationed 
at Ft. Benning, Ga., has completed its move to Ft. Bragg, N. C., where it is now an 
integral part of the huge garrison of the Army’s largest post. Col. John T. Kennedy, 
post commandar at Ft. Bragg, last Saturday officially welcomed the battalion to its 
new station. 

During the maneuvers held in the Carolina area last Fall, Ft. Bragg was invaded 
by parachutists who dropped from circling transport planes, however, the 503rd chose 
a more conventional method of transportation for their change of station transfer 
and arrived by troop train. 

At the present time, the necessary ground work is being laid for a huge train- 
ing program which will be undertaken by the 508rd at Ft. Bragg. It is expected 
that the training program will call for a considerable number of mass jumps as well 
as other tactical exercises which is preparing the battalion for combat whenever 
it is needed. 


Corps of Engineers—“Fifteen tons is the approximate weight of supplies and equip- 
ment which must be transported in order to land one soldier on a foreign shore, 
Maj. Gen. Eugene Reybold, Chief of Engineers, declared this week in an address 
before the Maritime Society of the Port of Philadelphia. General Reybold said further 
that “two tons is the approximate figure for the freight which must be shipped every 
month in order to keep that single soldier operating in the field.” He said, “The 
safe arrival of every pound of that freight depends on the availability of ports— 
ports both at this end of the line and at the far end. Ports and ships and men and 
equipment—those are the prime ingredients of success in modern offensive overseas 
war,” General Reybold emphasized. 

The Chief Engineer said, “As an Army Engineer, I am especially proud of this 
river and this port. In the early 1800’s, when the Army Engineers started working 
on rivers and harbors, and when the Port of Philadelphia was still young—vessels 
drawing more than 17 feet could not get up to Philadelphia. That figure for limiting 
navigable depth has been increased progressively—to 25 feet, to 30 feet, to 35 feet— 
and now, to 40 feet.” General Reybold described the deepening of the Delaware channel 
from 35 to 40 feet during the calendar year 1941 as “perhaps the greatest single 
dredging job ever undertaken.” He explained that the project involved the removal of 
more than 40 million cubic yards of material and was accomplished by 12 hoppers and 
five pipeline dredges, working day and night. 

An outstanding construction feat in which a new cantonment camp was com- 
pleted in 38 days elapsed time was announced late last week by the War Depart- 
ment. The camp, which adjoins Camp Barkeley, Tex., was built under the direction 
of the Construction Division, Corps of Engineers, and was turned over to the Camp 
Commander by the Area Engineer two full weeks ahead of schedule. 

Most interesting is the further revelation that a tank battalion and infantry 
regiment were in the process of occupying the camp more than a week before it 
was turned over to the Camp Commander. 


Medical Corps—Col. Ernest R. Gentry, MC, arrived at Ft. Sill, Okla., last week to 
assume duties as post surgeon, succeeding Col. R. W. Bliss, MC, who has been 
transferred. Colonel Gentry last served at Ft. Jay, N. Y. At Ft. Sill also last week, 
70 medical officers marched in review before Brig. Gen. G. R. Allen, post commander. 
The officers, who have just completed a four weeks’ course of study in the “Medico 
Military Schoo! of Instruction,” were instructed in dismounted drill, map studies and 
tactical problems. The school was under the direction of Maj. J. W. Garnett. 

The following lieutenant colonels were this week promoted to the temporary 
rank of colonel; William O. H. Prosser, Samuel A, White, Albro L. Parsons, Jarrett 
M. Huddleston, Stanley G. Odom, and James B. Owen. Temporarily promoted to 
lieutenant colonel were Maj. Reuel E. Hewitt and Maj. Huston J. Banton, while 
Capt. William D. Preston was similarly promoted to major. 


Veterinary Corps—It. Col. George W. Brower, VC, Camp Blanding, Fla., has beeo 
permanently promoted to the grade of colonel, while Lt. Col. Joseph F. Crosby, ve, 
assistant tc Brig.

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rmaster Corps--In its intensive campaign to reduce Army use of critical 
rubber, the Quartermaster Corps will no longer specify that rubber be used in bumper 
stripping, Chemically blown sponge products, foot bath tubs, gym and basketball 
shoes, hospital sheets and mattress covers, mats and matting, rubber set brushes, 
and low pressure hoses among many others where use of rubber will be drastically 
curtailed. 

In the place of rubber set brushes, the bristles are to be set in shellac. Rubber 
heels have been eliminated from the new ski boots, but, of course, will be retained 
ip parachute boots. It is expected also that within a few months, rubber will no 
jonger be used for the heels and soles of soldiers’ shoes. While at the present time, 
the rubber cement used for laying shoe soles appears necessary, a substitute is under 


evelopment. Crude rubber has been eliminated from all raincoats, except those to | 
I 


te used by firemen. Within a short time, use of chlorinated rubber in tentage and | 


duck finishing wi'l be eliminated. 

The culmination of this conservation program will see the use of rubber in 
quartermaster items virtually eliminated, except for the tires and tubes used on 
Army vehicles. 

The Fuel and Utilities Branch which was transferred from the Quartermaster 
Corps to the Corps of Engineers when all construction activities were placed under 
the Chief of Engineers has been returned to the Office of the Quartermaster General 
uder the new War Department reorganization. Maj. Robert W. Reuter heads the 
Fuel and Utilities Branch. 

Maj. Roy E. Hughes, executive officer of the Clothing and Equipage Branch, Sup- 
ply Division, Office of the Quartermaster General, has been transferred to other duties 
within the Services of Supply organization. He has been succeeded by Lt. Col. A. M. 
Brumbaugh. Brig. Gen. Robert M. Littlejohn is chief of the branch. 

The Quartermaster Corps has sponsored the issuance of a War Department circu 
la which directs that Army personnel exercise utmost care to prevent loss of their 
identification tags, whose monel metal is superior to any other metal previously used. 
The monel metal is particularly resistant to corrosion. 

Contracts for 3,500,000 wool trousers have recently been awarded by the Quarter- 
master Corps to 74 concerns located in 26 States. Average cost will be about 74 cents 
per pair, the Quartermaster Corps providing the manufacturer with all the material 


Army Air Forees—More than 500 American Army fighter pilots who would have been 
diminated from the Air Corps less than a year ago have been “saved for the service” 
by the physical training program instituted in the Southeast 
Air Corps Training Center, Maj. Gen. George E. Stratemeyer, 
_commanding, announced this week. General Stratemeyer’s 
announcement was based upon estimates prepared by Mr. 
Ernest B. Smith, director of physical training for the South 
east center. The estimates were based on a marked decrease 
in cadet elimination since the program of physical training 
was inaugurated nine months ago. 
The figures, upon which the report was made, shows that 
Jy in the days before the physical training program, 48 per cent 
of each class of cadets was eliminated because of lack of 
“inherent flying ability.” The new records show that only 41.3 per cent of the men 
ineach class are dropped now for the same reason. 

Before the physical training program was instituted, 42.56 per cent of the cadets 
entering primary school were eliminated; that figure has now been cut to 35.48 per 
ent. Eliminations at basic schools used to be 7.59 per cent, but since physical train 
ing, they are down to 6.87 per cent. There is no noticeable change in the percentages 
in advanced schools because when a cadet has progressed that far he is rarely dis 
qualified for lack of “inherent flying ability.” 

The physical training program dates back to mid-summer 1941, when Maj. Gen. 
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Walter R. Weaver, then commanding the Southeast Training Center, realized the 


wed for putting prospective pilots into top physical shape for their intensive flying 
lessons. He ordered a program set up which would stress use of “flying” muscles, 
iron out civilian kinks, and increase co-ordination. The result was a widespread phys 
ial training schedule which included 34 outdoor games, four drill activities and 10 
different acquatic exercises. 

Graduation exercises for the first group of Chinese pilots trained at an American 
tir fleld were held yesterday at Luke Field, Ariz. The number of flyers in the graduat 
ing class was not disclosed. 

The Chinese pilots, who will soon return to fight for their native country, were 
handpicked by officers in China. As a result virtually all who started the course are 
now graduating. Another group of Chinese flying students, just completing their basic 
training at Williams Field, Ariz., will move to Luke Field for advanced courses in 
the near future. 

One of the most astounding stories yet to come from the present war was told 
Tecently by the Columbia Broadcasting System. The story concerns a Russian naviga 
tor, a Lieutenant Chisov, who was forced to bail out of his plane which was damaged 
While at a considerable height. Lieutenant Chisov performed a delayed action jump 
avoid being machine-gunned, so the report stated, but his body went into such a 
“orkserew spiral that his parachute failed to open. He plummeted more than four 
niles through space landing in an extremely deep snowdrift on the side of the steep 
Wall of a ravine. He was still conscious enough to demand of his rescuers: “Are you 
Rassian or German?” He is now recovering in a Russian base hospital from internal 
Injuries, according to the report. 

The weekly summary of British air activity states that the Middle East was 
the seene of most of the air activity during the week ending at dawn 22 March. Five 
ftemy aircraft were destroyed on the ground and one ME-109 was shot down in com 
at during a raid on Martuba airdrome on 15 March; one British plane was lost, but 
the pilot was saved. Extensive RAF raids were conducted over Benghazi, Catania and 

tee airdromes. During these raids naval torpedo carrying planes hit two merchant 
‘essels, one of which was set afire. 

“Malta has been the setting for constant air activity,” the report states. “Two 
Axis aircraft were shot down over the island on 15 March; three British planes were 
‘estroyed. On 17 March, a Junkers 88 was brought down by antiaircraft fire, and 
“ ME-109 was destroyed on the following day. British fighters sent two ME-109s and 
4 Junkers 88 crashing in flames on 20 March, three RAF planes were lost, but two 
Pilots saved. 

“Another enemy fighter was shot down near the Martuba airfield, and Benghazi 








was bombed on the nights of 18 and 19 March; five British planes were missing after 
the raids, but two pilots were rescued. 

“Almost continuous Axis raids throughout the week culminated in a large-scale 
attack on 21 March when 17 of their aircraft were destroyed—five by fighter planes 
and 12 by antiaircraft fire. 

“There was little activity on either side over Europe or Britain during the week. 
Enemy planes dropped bombs on the southwest corner of England on 18 March, but 
only slight damage was reported. RAF reconnaissance planes dropped some bombs 
in Germany on the same afternoon. One Junkers 88 was shot down and another 
damaged on 16 March by guns of a Polish destroyer, while a Sunderland flying-boat 
of —— squadron left a German patrol boat sinking in the Bay of Biscay after an 
attack,” 


Armored Forece—Brig. Gen. G. M. Barnes, Assistant Chief of the Industrial Service, 
Office of the Chief of Ordnance, this week praised the Army’s T-1 60-ton tank as “a 
forerunner of a new line of heavily armored tanks and represents, it is believed, the 
most powerful tank which has been built in the world up to this time.” He indicated 
that American industry would start mass production of this armored behemoth as 
soon as possible. 

General Barnes’ statement appears in the current issue of Army Ordnance, “While 
there are heavy and supertanks in existence in Hurope, there is no vehicle known to 
exist which would approach the American 60-ton supertank in regard to power of 
weapons carried and horsepower of engine used to drive it at high speeds across 
country,” he said. 

“The Ordnance Department has maintained in this vehicle the same high horse- 
power-weight ration employed in the designs of its light and medium tanks so that 
the cross-country mobility of the vehicle should in every way duplicate that of the 
smaller vehicles developed previously,” General Barnes said. 

“The two major disadvantages of a supertank are its high cost and its heavy 
weight with the accompanying difficulty of crossing rivers on temporary bridges. The 
advantages accruing to the heavy tank are its superior gun power, its heavier armor 
which makes it invulnerable to all but the most powerful antitank guns, and its 
crushing power. In some of the most important tank bottles of the present war, the 
Germans have used supertanks mainly from the Skoda arsenal at Czechoslovakia 
as a spearhead of the attack. 

“The trend of development in tanks at the present time is continuously toward 
the use of more heavily armored vehicles. As previously stated, there is a distinct 
limit to the armor plate which can be applied to a given design of tank chassis. It 
becomes necessary, therefore, if the armor is to be increased materially, to design 
new vehicles with sufficient horsepower which have all parts proportioned to carry 
the heavy loads imposed by the thicker armor plate. The supertank which has just 
been completed by the Ordnance Department is the forerunner of a new line of 
heavily armored tanks and represents, it is believed, the most powerful tank which has 
been built in the world up to this time.” 

General Barnes pointed out that American tanks are much faster than foreign 
tanks and that the increasing use of cast armor, which can be sloped and contoured 
to any desired shape, is giving these tanks a great advantage in ballistic value, 


Reserve Officers—The War Department has instructed that effective 30 June, the 
War Department Reserve Pool and deferment of certain Reserve Officers from active 
military duty will be discontinued. In the past, Reserve Officers who held key civilian 
positions in government, industry, and science were often placed in the Reserve Pool 
and deferred from active service. This will no longer be the case. All Reserve Officers 
will be eligible for call to active duty. 

The War Department stated that after 31 March, no deferments would be granted 
to Reserve Officers who hold Federal positions. All officers now in the Reserve Pool, 
who are vital to the industry, interest, or health of the nation may resign from the 
Reserve Corps, the War Department said, Federal employees may resign from the 
Reserve Corps for a similar reason, but must have their resignation certified by the 
department head. 


Helium in War—Secretary of the Interior Ickes, testifying before a House Appropri- 
ations subcommittee in support of Interior Department appropriations for 1943, de- 
clared that his department proposes to double in 1942 the record production of 
helium achieved in 1941. It is also proposed, Mr. Ickes said, to survey gas fields suit- 
able for helium production in order to select sites for additional helium plants and to 
continue research to reduce cost of helium production, 

“To supply the increased demand for helium that has arisen from the War,” 
he said, “the Department is drilling four additional wells in the government-owned 
fields which supply the government helium plant; it is increasing the capacity of 
that plant 50 per cent by installing an additional production unit, and it is preparing 
to construct an additional plant. Effective measures which in the past have prevented 
any of this helium from reaching the enemy will be continued.” 

The United States has a world monopoly on helium, a non-inflammable light gas 
used to lift balloons and blimps and also of great value in deep sea diving. 


Judge Advocate General’s Department—Maj. Gen. Myron C. Cramer, The Judge Ad- 
yoeate General, Brig. Gen. Edwin C. MeNeil, and other high ranking officers of the 
Judge Advocate General's Department attended graduation services last Saturday 
for the first class of the Judge Advocate School. The class, which Just completed the 
course, consisted of 26 officers of the Judge Advocate General’s Department, who are 
given an intensive six weeks’ refresher and training course in military law, military 
justice, courts-martial procedure, certain aspects of military government and contracts 
and claims as related to the Army. 

The school, the first of its kind to be held in Washington, D. C., is under the Com- 
mand of Lt. Col. Edward H. Young, Judge Advocate General’s Department. Other 
regular instructors include: Maj. Herbert M. Kidner and Capt, Clark Y. Gunderson, 
both of the Judge Advocate General’s Department. In addition, especially qualified 
officers on duty in the Office of the Judge Advocate General and from the Office of the 
Provost Marshal General have assisted in lectures in their particular fleld 


Another class of approximately forty officers called on duty from the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps of the Judge Advocate General’s Department will begin a similar course 
of instruction on 1 April.

Warrant Officer Examinations—Pointing out that the forthcoming examination to 
create eligibles for appointment as warrant officers (junior grade) in the Army, is for 
the purpose of making temporary appointments only, while the examination held on 
8-4 March was to establish eligibles for both temporary and permanent appointment, 
War Department officials this week stressed the fact that only those men who can ac- 
cept appointments when tendered are eligible to take the second examination. 

As has been previously stated, the Army has 6,900 warrant officer vacancies to 
fill. Of these, 600 will be permanent appointments and 6,300 will be temporary appoint- 
ments. Reserve and National Guard officers, as well as enlisted men, were eligible to 
take the examination on 3-4 March, it being decided that if such officers qualify for 
permanent appointments, the vacancies will be held for them until such time as they 
leave officer status. However, vacancies will not be held for men offered temporary 
appointments. If a man cannot accept a temporary appointment as warrant officer (jg) 
because he is on active duty, the appointment will be offered to the next man on the list. 
No man will be permitted to leave active duty as an officer to accept either a temporary 
or permanent appointment. 

Therefore, National Guard and Reserve officers will not be permitted to take the 
examination expected to be held sometime in May, since these officers would not be 
permitted to accept temporary warrant officer appointments nor would vacancies be 
held for them. 

The only reason for a second warrant officer examination, Army officials say, is 
the fact that the number of applicants for the first examination fell far short of ex- 
pectations. Only 7,000 men took the preliminary tests. Obviously, it will not be pos- 
sible to obtain 6,900 qualified men from 7,000 applicants; therefore, it is proposed to 
make 600 permanent appointments from the highest men on the lists, and then offer 
temporary appointments to the remainder of those who pass the examination. The re- 
mainder of the vacancies for temporary appointment will be filled through the second 
examination. 


Army Specialist Corps—Although an average of more than 1,500 individual applica- 
tions are being received daily by the Army Specialist Corps, it was announced this 
week that no appointments can be made until regulations are approved and funds 
are appropriated for its operation. Approximately 40,000 applications have been filed 
with the Corps from civilians throughout the country offering their services in 
specialized fields to the Army. 

In response to numerous inquiries from individuals seeking immediate action 
on their applications, Dwight F, Davis, Director-General of the Corps, pointed out 
that appointments can be made in the Army Specialist Corps only as personnel is 
needed and required by the various arms, branches and departments of the Army. 
This might be tomorrow or it might be three months, Mr, Davis pointed out. 


Signal Corps—The new Signal Corps training camp at Belmar, N. J., which will 
house one of the important laboratories in the Signal Corps program of research 
on new aircraft warning devices, will be formally dedicated as Camp Evans on 
Tuesday, 31 March. 

The camp is named in honor of Lt. Col. Paul W. Evans, Signal Corps officer 
who died of malaria in Panama in 1934. Colonel Evans, who was Signal Officer of 
the 26th Division in France during the World War, was a graduate of the Army 
War College and the Command and General Staff School. 

Whereas last summer Signal Corps personnel in Washington occupied some 
50,000 square feet of floor space, which figure was increased to 132,000 square feet 
when Maj. Gen, Dawson Olmstead, Chief Signal Officer, ordered the Materiel Branch 
moved from the Munitions Building to Temporary “M” Building, the Signal Corps 
now occupies 226,300 square feet in its new headquarters in Temporary Building 
“A” in southwest Washington, adjacent to the Army War College. 

Although the Materiel Branch was moved to the new building, it was not found 
expedient to move all of the divisions. Among those activities remaining in the 
Munitions Building are the Administrative Offices of the Army Communications 
Branch and the Executive Control Branch; the Still Picture Section of the Photo- 
graphic Division; the Communication Liaison Division, the Traffic Division, the 
Signal Intelligence Service, and units of the Service Division. 

Radio technicians of the Columbia Broadcasting System who apply for service 
with the Signal Corps have been assured that their jobs will be secure upon their 


return to civilian pursuits. Mr. Leslie Atlass, vice president of C. B. S. in Chicago, | 
last week told a meeting of two hundred technicians of stations in and around Chicago | 


that jobs would be returned to men who volunteer for civilian jobs with various 
branches of the Signal Corps. As a result of the meeting, ten men have already 
been accepted by the Signal Corps, while applications of 50 others are under considera- 
tion.

Some 2,000,000 books covering a wide variety of subjects have bem 
provided for soldier personnel. 

The libraries, housed in the service clubs, are designed to have a seating capacity 
of 212 persons, and space for 12,500 books. Borrowing from the British where jt 
success was established, the Special Services Branch now provides paper bounj 
books of pocket size for men in the field, on transports, trains and at outlying posts an 
stations, where fixed libraries are not feasible. Another innovation is the use of 
traveling libraries from which books are furnished to troops in the field.

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The British War Set-Up 

The British War Office is a_ close, 
though not exact counterpart of the 
American War Department. The King is 
the head of the British government, but 
the Prime Minister usually functions as 
the head, holding a political capacity 
similar to that of our President. 

Directly: under the Prime Minister, in 
the governmental organizational set-up, 
are the four major divisions of the Brit- 
jsh armed forces—the Admiralty, the War 
Office, the Air Ministery and the Office of 
the Minister of Supply—all of which are 
on an equal footing to one another in mat- 
ters of relative importance. 

The supreme command of the British 
army is vested in the Army Council, 
which is similar in many respects to the 
American War Department General Staff. 
The Secretary of State for War serves 
as president of the War Council; the Un- 
der Secretary of State for War, the office 
of vice-president ; and its secretary is the 
permanent Under Secretary of State for 
War. 

The first military member of the War 
Council is the Chief of the Imperial Gen- 
eral Staff. The second military member 
is the Adjutant General to the Forces; 
and the third military member is the 
Quartermaster General to the Forces. The 
vice-chief of the Imperial General Staff 
is the fourth military member; the Par- 
liamentary Under Secretary of State for 
War the civil member ; and the Financial 
Secretary of the War Office Director Gen-

member. 

The various divisions of the War 
Office, similar in some respects to our 
branches and services are briefly as fol- 
lows : 

The Chief of the Imperial Staff—The 
duties of the General Staff are similar in 
some respects to the American Chief of 
Staff and have other attributes resem- 
bling the Chief of General Headquarters, 
although generally he is coordinate with 
the Adjutant General and the Quarter- 
master General. He is assisted by a vice- 
chief, and the staff is divided into the 
following directorates: Directorate of 
Military Operations and Intelligence, Di- 
rectorate of Staff Duties (War Organiza- 
tion and Staff Training), Directorate of 
Military Training. 

Adjutant General to the Forces—This 
office is made up of Directorate of Re- 
cruiting, Directorate of Personal Services 
(Discipline, law, ete.), Director-General 
of Army Medical Services. 

Quartermaster General to the Forces 
This office is made up of: Directorate of 
Movement and Quartering, Directorate of 
Supplies and Transport, Directorate of 
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Fortifications and Works, Directorate of | 
Remounts, and Directorate of Army Vet 
erinary Services. 

Parliamentary Under Secretary of | 
State for War—So far as the British War | 
Council is concerned, this office is charged | 
only with the duties of the purchase and | 
rental of lands. | 

Permanent Under Secretary of State | 
for War—The function of this office as it | 
relates to the War Council, is the super- | 
vision of budget and control of Army ex- 
Penditures. The Chaplain-General of the | 
Army is directed by this office. 

Department of Master Genera] of Ord 
hance—This is one of the newer branches 
of the War Office. Its duties, it is believed 
are quite similar to our Ordnance Depart- 
ment, 

Offices of the Judge Advocate General 
of the Forces—This office handles all mat- 
ters of a legal nature. 

All theater commanders, as well as

units, work and responsible directly to 
the Chief of the Army War Council.

Man Is As Old As He Feels 


Editor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

I have, most regretfully I admit (as I 
fall into the class), arrived at the conclu- 
sion that the present feeling in regard to 
over-age officers is due, to a marked ex- 
tent, to the attitude of many of those self- 
same officers. A harsh statement, and I 
hasten to elucidate. 

Let us take 50 as the age at which the 
over-age man feels that he has passed 
‘the peak and is about to start the down 
slope. I admit 50 is empirical; it might 
be 45 or 40 or 60, but that is as it may be 

I select 50. Having arrived at this age, 
there are-three different ways one might 
react mentally as to one’s physical con- 
dition: 

(a) “I’m a better man than the aver- 
age man of 40.” 

(b) “I’m getting along in years and 
must ease off.” 

(c) “No matter what my age is I know 
I’ve got some good stuff left in me and I 
want to utilize it.” 

Class (a) is not a common one, fortu- 
nately. We know he is, in the vernacular, 
nuts, and will let him continue in his 
rosy mist of self-delusion. 

Class (b) is in no way a small one, and 
it is to them I referred in my opening 
blast. We pass on him briefly, as follows: 
If he feels that way, he’s mighty apt to 
act that way, and we don’t want any part 
of him in our outfit. 

Comes now class (c), and in that class 
we'll find a gold mine of unutilized abil- 
ity, and God knows that now, right now, 
we are in no position to overlook even the 
most unlikely source of either brawn or 
brains. 

“But,” you say, “if we put these men 
back in the harness we'll have them drop- 





ping off in two or three years; they can’t 


stand the strain. We see men every day 
collapsing at their desks at 52 or 53.” 

And so what? We see the same at 48 
or 49, and we see men of 60 and 65 put- 
ting in hard work and long hours and 
thriving on it. 

My suggestion is simple. Establish a 
fair and reasonable test of physical abil- 
ity for these so-called over-age men, and 
give the option of taking it or being tied 
to a desk for the remainder of their ser- 
vice. Option, mind you, and without prej- 
udice. Then if he passes, put him to work, 
real work with troops, and mark him 
“Expendable.” That’s what he wants. 
He’l| swap 15 or 20 years of half ex- 
istence for two or three of real life—and 
jump at the chance.

The Youth Movement 
Editor, ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL, 

The subject about which I write has 
to do with the morale of the officer corps, 
with the ability of our army and its lead- 
ership, with the value of expenditures of 
taxpayers’ money in past years for pre- 
paredness. 

I refer to “over-age-in-grade” 
I am not one! 

On page 640 of your issue of 7 Feb., 
you quote a very timely editorial from 
the Memphis, Tennessee, Commercial Ap- 
peal, which you entitled “Army Youth 
Movement.” 

All officers will undoubtedly do their 
very best in whatever job they are placed. 
Yet, does it not seem extravagant to place 
sound, healthy, alert men behind desks 
because of a calendar date when they 
have spent 20 years and more preparing 
for this very kind of event? Has not their 
duty with troops, in the field, in special 
service schools been of untold value to 
them in their military professional train- 
ing? A calendar date does not take into 
consideration in the slightest which man 
has kept himself physically fit, which 
man has lived temperately, which man is 
still physically capable. Rare is the busi- 
ness man or politician who is in as good 
physical condition as a field officer of the 
army of the same age. 

The whole hue and cry has been, to all 
intents and purposes, aimed at physical 
ability to stand the strain of war in the 
field. There has been no ery of which ‘T 
have been aware regarding intelligence 
being lost with advancing years, Officers 
are eating their hearts out at being taken 
from troops, at being prevented from go- 
ing to troops. I see it, hear it, feel it. I 
am fortunate; I am not anywhere near 
“over-age-in-grade.” But I cannot help 
feeling what a shame and pity it is to 
throw away the years of training and 
practical experience of such thoroughly 
trained men. 

Right now I am thinking of two Lieu- 
tenant Colonels. Both are veteran polo 
players. Both ride every day. Both own 
their own horses. Both are in the cream of 
physical condition. Both have been to spe- 
cial service schools and graduated. Both 
were in the World War. Both are doing 
everything they can to maintain and raise 
their own personal standards of efficiency 
and perfection. Yet, they are “over-age- 
in-grade.” They know they cannot go to 
troops and without complaining too much, 
it is still apparent that they are heart- 
broken at the turn of events after years 
of preparation. There are few young men 
half their age who can compete physical- 
ly with them, 

I am not sold on the tireless repetition 
of the idea that there must be young 
men in positions of high command. Young 
high commanders have done some foolish 
things, too, due to the impetuosity and 
impulsiveness of rash youth with its in- 
experience and immaturity. 

Occasionally, we hear about the tests 
“Teddy” Roosevelt proposed for field offi- 
cers every year. They were aimed at phy- 
sical condition entirely. Something like 
that would be far more conducive to prov- 
ing a man’s worth for the field than pick- 
ing an arbitrary calendar date. Person- 
ally, I feel that the Regular Army ofli- 
cers were hit the hardest by the move 
from the standpoint that the public had 
the most money invested in their years 
of experience, and should now be expect- 
ing a dividend in the field by proper 
leadership of its youth by experienced 
older officers to “ride herd” over us 
younger officers.

Army Officers’ Belts 
Editor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Recently the war department author. 
ized the substitution of a cloth belt for 
the Sam Browne for officers of the ground 
urms,—a privilege which the air corps 
has enjoyed for many years,—and at the 
same time they authorized the air corps 
to discard the useless buckle in favor of 
a belt which ends at the edges of the 
coat proper! 

Maybe there is a reason for the ground 
forces to wear the buckle. If so, the rea- 
son is not apparent to any of us. On the 
other hand, we humbly request that the 
buckle be taken off our belts also, for the 
following reasons: 

(a) It is a nuisance to fasten and un- 
fasten. 

(b) It consumes time; and time is im- 
portant, especially in the combat zone. 

(c) It uses metal which is needed for 
other war purposes, 

(d) It is not only bulky when the 
pistol belt is worn over it, but it has a 
tendency to cause the pistol belt buckle 
to become unfastened; the latter buckle 
is notoriously unreliable, anyway.

Army Warrant Officers 
Editor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Public Law 230—77th Congress, creat- 
ing the grades of chief warrant officer 
and warrant officer (junior grade) has 
greatly benefited warrant officers of the 
Army Mine Planter Service and some of 
the older band leaders and a few warrant 
otticers, USA. However, the majority of 
warrant officers, USA, who have received 
appointments since 1936 were overlooked, 
as a very small percentage of these men 
can ever look forward to promotion to 
the chief warrant grade. As an example, 
a warrant officer appointed in 1937 who 
had served 25 years, and most of them 
have, would be required to serve for 35 
years before becoming eligible for ap 
pointment to the chief grade. 

All candidates who took the examina- 
tion in 1936 for appointment as warrant 
officer, USA, were required to have at 
least 9% years’ service, two years of 
which had to be in the grade of staff 
sergeant or higher, in order to become 
eligible to take the examination. Under 
the present law but one year’s service is 
required. 

As very few 





appointments were made 
to the warrant grade between the years 
1921 and 19387, all warrant officers now 
being appointed from the eligible list pre 
pared as a result of the 1936 examination, 
have at least 15 years’ service and many 
of them have between 20 and 25 years’ 
service. From this it can be readily seen 
that but few warrant officers who took the 
1936 examinations will be promoted to 
the chief grade, as most of them will have 
served 30 years toward retirement by the 
time they become eligible, by length of 
service, for such appointment. All these 
men can hope for is a possible temporary 
appointment during an emergency or it 
time of war. 

It is understood that the Navy requires 
but six years’ service as warrant officer 

(junior grade) in order to become eligible 
tee appointment to the grade of chief 
warrant officer. A second lieutenant in 
the Army serves but three years before 
promotion to first lieutenant. 

Warrant officers of the Mine Plante? 
Service have a clothing allowance which 
includes all necessary items of clothing

to include insignia, Other warrant offi- 
cers do not have this allowance. The 


men of the Mine Planter Service are well- 
trained and especially valuable in their 
line but the majority of warrant officers, 
USA, are just as valuable in their va- 
rious positions. Therefore, it appears that 
the warrant officers of the Mine Planter 


Service are getting the “gravy” while 
others of us get the “empty bowl.” 
It is apparent that vacancies in the 


grade of chief warrant officer are being 
held open for eligible warrant officers now 
serving as reserve officers on extended 
active duty. These vacancies could be 
filled by temporary appointment of war- 
rant officers (junior grade) who are in- 
eligible for permanent appointment due 
to lack of the necessary service and, when 
these reserve oflicers’ active duty tours 
terminate, these junior grade warrant of- 
ficers holding the temporary grade of 
chief warrant officer could revert to their 
former status as warrant officers (junior 
grade). If this were done it would tend 
to elevate the morale of a class of war 
rant officers (junior grade), who can 
never expect to attain the permanent 
chief warrant grade. 
Disappointed. 





Promote Retired Generals 

The House Military Affairs Committee 
this week voted to report the bill, H. R. 
6081 which would advance one grade on 
the retired list seven general officers who 
had been cited for gallantry and recom- 
mended for promotion during the first 
World War. 

Favorable action was taken by the com- 
mittee after a second day of discussion 
of the measure, at Which the sponsor of 
the bill, Representative Canfield of N. J., 
placed before the committee a recommen- 
dation of Representative Wadsworth, of 
N. Y., that the bill be passed. 

Support for the legislation also has 
heen forthcoming from General John J. 
Pershing and from the American Legion. 

The Act of 13 June 1940, which H. R. 
6H08L seeks to amend, provided for ad- 
vancement one grade on the retired list 
of officers below grade of brigadier gen- 
eral who were cited for gallantry and rec- 
ommended for promotion in World War I. 
Mr. Canfield’s bill would extend the pro- 
visions to all grades, and enable promo- 
tion to the next higher grade of the fol- 
lowing seven retired general officers : Maj. 
Gen. James G. Harbord, Brig. Gen. Joseph 
C, Castner, Brig. Gen. Harley B. Fergu- 
son, Brig. Gen. William P. Jackson, Brig. 
Gen. George H. Jamerson, Brig. Gen. 
Julian P. Lindsey and Brig. Gen. Paul A. | 
Wolf. 

The bill would not result in any addi- 
tions to pay.

U. S. Official War Communiques 


War Department, No. 152, 19 March 
Australia: On 17 Mar. American Army heavy 
bombers raided the Japanese-held airport at 
Kupang, on the island of Timor, scoring sev 
eral hits on the runways and damaging in 
stallations. 


Navy Department, No. 58, 19 March 
Far East: In compliance with orders from 
the Navy Department, Rear Adm, Francis W. 
Rockwell, USN, the commandant of the Six 


teenth Naval District (Philippine Islands), 
has arrived in Australia, Rear Admiral Rock 
well left Corregidor in General MacArthur's 


party, which reached Australia on 17 Mar. He 
is now in Melbourne. 

When Japan attacked the Philippines with 
out warning, Admiral Rockwell was in com 


mand of the Sixteenth Naval District, with 
his headquarters at the Navy Yard, Cavite, 
which is across Manila Bay from Manila. 


When the naval establishment there became 
no longer tenable, it was destroyed effectively, 
Admiral Rockwell then proceeded to Corregi- 
dor with the naval and Marine Corps forces 
under his command, and since then has taken 
part in the defense of Corregidor and the 
tatann Peninsula under command of General 
MacArthur. His naval and Marine Corps 
forces number only about one-third of the 
regular United States Army troops in that 
aren, 

It is expected that Admiral Rockwell will 
be assigned to an appropriate command, prob- 
ably at sea. 


War Department, No. 153, 20 March 

Australia: Two American Army heavy 
bombers of the Flying Fortress type attacked 
Japanese vessels in the harbor of Rabaul, 
New Britain Island, on 18 Mar. A direct hit 
was scored on a large enemy cruiser.

Australia: The War Department has re 
ceived confirmation of the probable sinking, 
by our aircraft, of an enemy cruiser in the 
harbor of Rabaul on the island of New 
Britain, on March 20. This action was previ 
ously reported in press dispatches from Aus 
tralia. Four American Army heavy bombers 
of the Flying Fortress type participated in 
the attack. Direct hits were scored on two 
Japanese cruisers, one of which was probably 
sunk and the other severely damaged. 


Navy Department, No. 60, 23 March 

Far East: U. 8S. submarines operating in 
Japanese waters have recently added the fol 
lowing to the list of enemy merchant vessels 
sunk or damaged in that area: 

One seven-thousand ton tanker sunk, 

One six-thousand ton ship sunk. 

One five-thousand ton freighter sunk. 

Two two-thousand ton freighters damaged. 

In addition to these merchant ships one 
enemy destroyer or anti-submarine vessel was 
attacked and probably sunk.

War Department, No. 157, 23 March 

Philippine Theater: The American and 
Philippine troops fighting under the command 
of Lt. Gen. Jonathan M. Wainwright have 
sent a message to General Douglas MacArthur 
congratulating him on his safe arrival in 
Australia, and on the assumption of supreme 
command in the South Pacific. They sent 
their commander their affectionate greetings 
and pledged their continued loyalty and de 
votion. They declared they would continue 
the defense of thePhilippines with the same 
zeal and courage manifested so magnificently 
under General MacArthur's personal direc 
tion. They expressed their confidence that 
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under his leadership troops of the United 
Nations in Australia and the Philippines 
would triumph over the aggressor. 

Australia: Confirmation of American par- 
ticipation in air raids on Rabaul, New Britain, 
and Lae, New Guinea, on 21 and 22 Mar., has 
been received by the War Department, These 
raids were previously reported in press dis- 
patches from Australia. On 21 Mar. two 
American Army heavy bombers of the Flying 
Fortress type attacked the Rabaul airdrome, 
effecting considerable damage. Japanese 
fighter planes attempted to intercept our 
bombers and two enemy planes were hit and 
probably shot down, On 22 Mar, our heavy 
bombers attacked the air field at Lae, At least 
nine enemy planes on the ground were de 
stroyed. 


War Department, No. 158, 24 March 

Philippine Theater: The fortified Island of 
Corregidor and our positions in Bataan were 
heavily bombed this morning by fifty-four 
Japanese heavy bombers of a new type. Dam- 
age inflicted on our military installations was 
of slight consequence, At least three enemy 
airplanes were shot down by our antli-air- 
eraft artillery, 

Several sharp encounters occurred in Ba- 
taan between hostile ground forces. Our ar- 
tillery laid down a concentrated fire on enemy 
positions, Japanese losses are believed to. 
have been considerable, while our own casual- 
ties were slight. 


Navy Department, No, 61, 24 March 

Far Kast: The U. 8. destroyers Pillsbury 
and Edsall have been reported missing since 
early March and must be presumed lost. The 
next of kin of the personnel of the Pillsbury 
and Edsall have been informed accordingly. 

The Pillsbury is belleved to have been lost 
in the vicinity of Bali Strait subsequent to 
the naval engagement in the Java Sea which 
was reported In Communique No, 4 

The last report from the Edsall placed her 
in waters south of Java 

These destroyers were units of the original 
U. S. Asiatic Fleet which has been used since 
the beginning of the war in an attempt to 
frustrate the Japanese invasion of the islands 
of the Southwest Pacific. The ships of this 
fleet were fought with distinction as units 
of the Allied Naval Forces at Makassar Strait 
(Communiques Nos, 32, 33, and 34) Lombok 
Strait, Ball Strait (Communique No, 42) and

Philippine Theater: General Wainwright 
reports a successful attack by our forces in 
Mindanao on a Japanese motor column near 
Zamboanga.. Enemy losses were heavy, while 
only one of our soldiers was killed, 

Numerous floating mines have been encoun- 
tered in the Philippine waters, indicating that 
the enemy is sowing mines with a view to 
disrupting inter-island shipping. 

Australia: Additional details of the previ- 
ous'y reported air raid by Australian and 
American Army planes at Lae, New Guinea, 
on March 22, have been received by the War 
Department, 

The raid was conducted by a composite 
force consisting of four Flying Fortresses 
and nine P-40 fighter planes of the American 
Army and two Hudson bombers of the Aus- 
tralian Air Force, 

It has been determined that enemy planes 
destroyed in this raid include three heavy 
bombers, ten “Zero” fighters and two un- 
identified alireraft. In addition, four “Zero” 
fighters and two bombers were damaged. A 
direct hit was scored on an ammunition dump. 
Two American P-40 planes were lost. 

Navy Department, No. 62, 25 March 

Vice Adm. William F. Halsey, who com- 
manded the naval forces which so successfully 
raided the Marshall Islandg on 31 Jan, has 
delivered additional blows at two enemy out- 
posts. 

First, on 24 Feb. at Japanese occupied 
Wake Island and second, on 4 Mar. at Japa 
nese owned Marcus Island, 

Although the islands had been the scene of 
much recent enemy activity these surprise at- 
tacks were met with little opposition and the 
attacking forces found few enemy planes and 
ships in the areas, 

Considerable damage was done to shore in- 
stallations, defense positions, alreraft run- 
ways and water tanks by combined bombard- 
ment from aircraft and surface vesse!s, fol- 
lowing the pattern so effectively used by Ad- 
miral Halsey in his raid on the Marshall Is- 
lands. 

At Wake Island, which U. 8. Marines de- 
fended from 7 Dee, until its capture on 23 
Dec, 1941, the enemy has worked feverishly to 
strengthen the defenses against attack, Two 
hundred and nineteen bombs from aircraft 
and many shells from cruisers and destroyers 
were rained on the shore installations and 
landing field. Two enemy patrol boats were 
sunk, three large seaplanes at anchor were 
demolished, and the aircraft runways and a 
part of the defense batteries were damaged. 
Our loss in this engagement was one aircraft. 

At Marcus Island, 760 miles west-northwest 
of Wake, and 990 miles southeast of Yoko- 
hama, Admiral Halsey's forces executed a 
successful air attack just before dawn on 
the 4th dropping flares to illuminate objec- 
tives. No enemy aircraft or ships were pres- 
ent. 

Ileavy anti-aircraft fire was encountered 
while our planes dropped 96 bombs on the 
small island, resulting In considerable dam 
age to hangars, fuel and ammunition storages, 
radio installations and alreraft runways, Our 
loss in this engagement was one aircraft. 


War Department, No, 160, 25 March 

Philippine Theater: Japanese bombers re- 
sumed their attacks on the harbor defenses of 
Manila Bay and on our front lines and rear 
installations In Bataan. Twenty-seven enemy 
bombers and a few smaller planes partici- 
pated in the attacks. 

Continued enemy ground activity in Bataan 
indicates the arrival of Japanese reinforce- 
ments, 

Reports have been received of local skirm- 
ishes in the vicinity of Digos, on the Island of 
Mindanao, in which our troops were success- 
ful, 


War Department, No, 161, 25 March 

Philippine Theatre: The War Department 
will announce in general orders that the Presi- 
dent has awarded, in the name of Congress, 
the Congressional Medal of Honor to General 
Douglas MacArthur for conspicuous gallan- 
try and intrepidity, above and beyond the 
eall of duty, In action in the Phillippines 
against invading Japanese forces, 

The announcement of the award was made 
today in a radiogram sent to Maj, Gen. Rich- 
ard K. Sutherland, Chief of Staff, United 
States Army forces tn Australia. The Presi- 
dent directed that the presentation of the 
medal be made, in his name, to General Mac- 
Arthur by the United States Minister to 
Australia. 

The citation accompanying the award is as 
follows: 

General Douglas MacArthur, commanding 
general, United States Army forces in the Far 
Kast, for conspicuous leadership in prepar- 
ing the Philippine Islands to resist conquest, 
for gallantry and intrepedity above and be- 
yond the call of duty in action against invad- 
ing Japanese forces, and for heroic conduct 
of defensive and offensive operations on the 
Bataan Peninsula. 

He mobilized, trained and led an army 
which has received world acclaim for its gal- 
lant defense against a tremendous superiority 
of enemy forces in men and arms. His utter 








disregard for personal danger under heavy 
fire and aerial bombardment, his calm judg- 
ment in each crisis, inspired his troops, gal- 
vanized the spirit of resistance of the Fili- 
pino people, and confirmed the faith of the 
American people in their armed forces.

Philippine Theater: The fortified islands at 
the entrance to Manila Bay were again sub- 
jected to heavy aerial bombardment by the 
enemy. Fifty-four heavy Japanese bombers 
participated in the attack which continued for 
six hours. Most of the bombing was con- 
centrated on Corregidor. Damage to military 
installations was slight and our troops suf- 
fered only a few casualties. Four enemy planes 
were shot down by our anti-aircraft artillery. 

In Bataan there were sharp skirmishes be- 
tween patrols along the entire front, 

Navy Department, No. 63, 26 March 

Caribbean Area: The U. 8. Coast Guard 
cutter Acacia was shelled and sunk, presum- 
ably by an enemy submarine, in the Carib- 
bean area in March, The Acacia was a small 
unarmed ship of the tender class which was 
used to provide services to aids to navigation. 

All personnel aboard the Acacia were res- 
cued and there were no casualties.

I, sentence structure and style; II, active 
vocabulary; III, organization. The reading 
comprehension test consists of two parts: I, 
recognition vocabulary; II, reading. 

ec, General culture.—Course boundaries are 
completely disregarded in this examination, 
the purpose of which is to provide an indi- 
cation of the candidate’s general cultural 
background, The content has been determined 
by the consensus of scholars in many fields. 
In addition to the usual sections dealing with 
history, social studies, world literature, and 
fine arts, sections have been included to 
measure acquaintance with certain elemen- 
tary and cultural aspects of natural science, 
mathematics, and current social problems. 

14. Recommendations and reports.—a. Each 
commander listed in paragraph 8 will recom- 
mend, in order of priority, such number of 
candidates and alternates as may be desig- 
nated by the War Department, Recommen. 
dations will include the full name, serial 
number, organization, station, arm or service 
in which commissioned, arm or service in 
which serving, arm or service for which ree- 
ommended for appointment in Regular Army, 
and whether exempted or required to take 
the written examination. These recommenda- 
tions will be forwarded to reach The Adju- 
tant General not later than June 15 of the 
year in which the examination is to be held. 
Report of selection board on each candidate 
recommended will accompany this report, to- 
gether with report of physical examination 
on W. D., A. G, O. Form No. 63 or 64. 

b. A report will also be forwarded to reach 
The Adjutant General not later than June 15 
of the year in which examination is to be 
held, showing the posts, camps, and stations 
in the continental United States where edu- 
cational examining boards will be convened 
and the number of educational examination 
booklets required by each board. Since each 
examination booklet will be numbered, re- 
ceipted, and returned to the War Department, 
only one set for each candidate taking the 
examination will be ordered. A few additional 
sets will be sent to each board in order to 
take care of change of station of candidates. 

15. Physical examination.—a. Each com- 
mander listed in paragraph 8 will cause all 
candidates who are recommended for’ selee- 
tion to undergo a rigid physical examination. 
This examination will be conducted at the 
post, camp, or station of the candidate and 
will conform as far as practical to the stand- 
ards prescribed in AR 40-105. When proper 
medical facilities are not available, candidates 
may be authorized detached service without 
expense to the Government in order to be 
examined at the nearest station where proper 
facilities are available, 

b. Post, camp, and station commanders will 
forward as soon as practical to the appro- 
priate commanders listed in paragraph 8 
completed W. D., A. G, O. Form No. 63 (or 
Form No. # for Air Corps) for each candi- 
date physically examined as prescribed in a 
above. 

c. If physical examination is impractical 
for those officers serving outside the conti-

How the Government is split upon the 
question of Labor was demonstrated this 
week by the different views expressed by 
the President and the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives. The President 
is opposing legislation which would in- 
crease hours of work and curb the Unions, 
but the agitation throughout the country 
for measures of this kind is reflected by 
the demand in Congress for their enact- 
ment. The Speaker expressed the feeling 
in the House by announcing that he 
would support a proposal increasing the 
legal work week from 40 to 48 hours, time 
and a half pay to begin when that maxi- 
mum had been reached, and eliminating 
double pay for Sundays and Holidays. 
Aided by public sentiment, the President 
obtained from the national Labor Organ- 
izations flat declarations that there 
would be no strikes during the war, Fur- 
ther President Green of the AFL gave 
assurances that his organization would 
waive double time payment for Sunday 
and holiday day work in all defense in- 
dustries, and President Murray of the 
CIO stated that the executive committee 
of that body would forego overtime pay 
for Saturday, Sunday and holiday work 
when such work was performed within 
the 40 hour week. Murray further stated 
that the CIO was not relinquishing over- 
time pay for work done on the sixth or 
seventh day of the work week, and that 
in such instances the Unions would de- 
mand payment in accordance with cur- 
rent contracts. 

The House will not be satisfied with the 
concessions made by the Labor Organiza- 
tions, and realization of this fact is re- 
sponsible for the pressure being applied 
to it to take an Easter recess so that the 
President will have time to effect a com- 
promise which will appeal to the Capitol. 
The Senate is more amenable to the Presi- 
dent’s policy, and while threats have been 
made to vote to discharge the Senate Com- 
mittee on Education and Labor from con- 
sideration of restrictive labor bills passed 
by the House, it is doubtful if they will 
be carried out. However, it is believed 
that from the agitation will come agree- 
ments which will assure greater expansion 
of hours and control of wages, the latter 
being regarded as desirable not only to 
assure output but to lower Government 
costs and prevent further rise in the 
spiral of inflation. Congress is applying 
the pruning knife to appropriations for 
non-essential activities. A strong drive is 
being made to eliminate the CCO and 
NYA, which the President is strongly op- 
posing. He claims the former is valuable 
in that it is doing much work that sol- 
diers would have to perform, and that the 
NYA is training young men for work in 
industries, which will enhance produc- 
tion. Exposure by the Baltimore Sun of 
the quantities of tools used by the NYA 
caused Senator McKellar and others to 
demand termination of its service. How- 
ever, the opposition of the President, in- 
cluding the threat of veto, doubtless will 
cause Congress to permit the continuance 
of these agencies, but with reduced ap- 
propriations. 

A reassuring statement made by the 
Department of Commerce is that “the ex- 
perience of 1941 has afforded instruction 
of great significance for both a war-time 
and a peace-time economy. Not only has 
the nature of the many-sided task of the 
immediate future been clarified, but valu- 
able guides have been developed and 
techniques perfected, At the same time, 
light has been thrown on the darkness 
surrounding some of the most confusing 
social and economic problems of the past 
decade. The ability of the nation to har- 
ness its resources to a great productive 
effort is being demonstrated. Unemploy- 
ment need not be a rock upon which the 
State must founder. We now know that 
in normal times this economy can operate 
within the confines of its traditional in- 
stitutions at an efficiency assuring an 
increasing livelihood for all.”

Initial Service Pay 

The House and Senate this week passed 
and sent to the President legislation, 
H.R, 6738, which would make the initial 
pay of $21 a month for the first four | 
months of service apply only to men of | 
the seventh pay grade. 

The Selective Training and Service Act 
has been interpreted by the Comptroller 
General as requiring all men to receive 
$21 a month during their first four months 
of service, even if they are initially en- 
listed in higher than the seventh grade, 
or are promoted during their first four 
months, 

When the President approves the pend- 
ing bill, only those men who remain in the 
seventh grade will receive the $21 pay; 
others will recive pay of their grades. 

Explaining the measure on the House 
floor, Chairman May of the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee said, “The Army 
is trying to make up a number of divi- 
sions to be sent into foreign service to 
engage in expert and specific work that 
requires men who cannot afford to be 
taken out of industry and whom the Army 
in fact cannot take out of industry and 
put into such places.” 

Another objective of the measure is to 
permit the repatriation and return to the 
U. S. Army, in grade, of men who have 
been serving in the Canadian and British 
armies. 

The bill refers only to the Army and 
Marine Corps, but under assimilating 
statutes also will apply to the Navy and 
Coast Guard.

any time during the war in which the 
United Stutes is now engaged or 6 months 
thereafte Your committee are of the 
opinion that the ordinary economic con- 
ditions Which make it undesirable to per- 
mit an ollicer to marry within 1 year of 
pis original commission during times of 
peace, dv not exist at the present time. 
In time of peace, it is not unreasonable to 
require a couple to delay their marriage 
for the period of a year, In time of war, 
powever, it is the rule rather than the 
exception that a couple will be separated, 
many times forever, in less than 1 year 
after the man is commissioned an officer 
of the armed services, Under such cir- 
cumstances, it is felt that any restraint 
upon the marriage of the oflicer concerned 
js unreasonable. 

Attention is invited to the following let- 
ter from the Secretary of War in which 
it is stated that the War Department 
dfers no objection to the enactment of 
this legislation. Your committee do not 
agree with the view of the Secretary of 
War that legislation to accomplish the 
desired purpose is unnecessary. It is be- 
lieved that a matter as essential to the 
morale of the Nation as is this legislation 
should not be left to the discretion of the 
Secretary of War. 

“Dear Senator Reynolds: The War De- 
partment offers no objection to the enact- 
ment of S. 2380, a bill to suspend for the 
duration of the present war all prohibi- 
tions against the marriage of oflicers of 
the land and naval forces of the United 
States. 

“The effect of this bill, as far as it per 
tains to the Army, would be to suspend 
for the duration of the wars in which the 
United States is now’ engaged, so much 
of the act of 25 July 1989 (53 Stat.

Army Bond Program 

A plan by which military and civilian 
personnel of the War Department, includ 
ing those ut overseas stations, may au 
thorize payroll deductions for the pur 
chase of Defense Bonds was announced 
by the War Department this week. 

Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson has 
designated Maj. Gen. H. K, Loughry, 
Chief of Finance, as his agent in the man- 
agement of all phases of the Army bond 
sale campaign, and it will be under Gen 
eral Loughry’s supervision that a broad 
educational program will be carried out, 
following which the payroll reservation 
plan will be placed in operation. 

In a message which will be sent to all 
military and civilian personnel of the 
Army, Secretary Stimson states, “Defense 
Savings Bonds offer everybody an op- 
portunity to assist in the defense of our 
country. Those of us in the Government 
service should lead the way.” 

These remarks are reiterated by Gen 


eral George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff, | 


who said in a circular to the service; 





“Army personnel should lead the way. | 


They understand the great task the na 


tion has before it. If each member of the | 


Military Establishment gives this ques 
tion the serious considerations it merits, 
the response should be overwhelming, 
thus setting a fine example to the Nation 
as a Whole and paving the way for ulti 
mate victory.”

At such date, however, when the pay- 
roll reservation plan is actually put into 
operation, its administration and the ac- 
counting resulting therefrom will be un- 
der Lt. Col. F. W. Drury, FD, Defense 
Bond Division, who will be assisted by 
Maj. James H. Peacock, Maj. D. J. Almy, 
Maj. J. H. Rees, and Capt. M. L. Dennis, 
all Finance Department officers assigned 
to the Defense Bond Division 

Payroll reservations, which will be ac 
cepted only in multiples of $1.25 and in 
specified minimum amounts, may be made 
by commissioned oflicers, Army nurses, 
warrant officers, contract surgeons, en- 
listed men, and civilian employees of the 
War Department, who are being paid on 
pay rolls or pay vouchers administrative 
ly examined by the Chief of Finance or 
Chief of IEngiueers, or which are paid by 
the Chief Disbursing Officer, Treasury De 
partment. Retired military personnel are 
also permitted to make such pay reserva 
tions, the War Department said. 

Minimum reservations which will be ac 
cepted from 2 commissioned officer, Army 
nurse, warrant officer or contract surgeon 
is $3.75 per month, while enlisted men 
must subscribe at least $1.25 per month 
in order to be included in the plan. Civil 
ian employees must subscribe no less than 
$1.25 per pay day if paid weekly, and no 
less than $2.50 per pay day if paid semi 
monthly.
